PEKING. 

We have at last definite information as to the course of events 
in Peking since the death of the late Emperor, and leara that a 
boy named Tsai-tien, a cousin of the late Emperor, is the new 
ruler of China, under the style and title of Kwang-su. The 
death of the young monarch, who had reigned since August, 
1861, under the style T’ung Che, took place at about five p.m. 
on the 12th January, in the nineteenth year of his age. Early 
on the morning following it was rumoured that a grandchild of 
his eldest uncle, the Prince of Tun, had been selected for the 
succession, in the absence of a direct heir, but in the course of 
the 3 it became known that the two Empreasses, i.c., the Em- 
press Dowager and the Empress Mother (of T’ung Che) the 
well-known Regents during the late minority, had selected the only 
son of the seventh prince, the Prince of Ch’un. This child, who is 
at present, it is said, between three and four years old, was desig- 
nated as Successor to the Throne in a decree of the Empresses, 
to which sanction was declared in the valedictory manifesto of 
the departed Sovereign. The selection is popularly attributed to 
the choice of the Empress Mother, who is a sister of the Princess 
of Ch’un, and consequently aunt by blood as well as marriage to 
the child. These two august ladies are said to be daughters of a 
Manchu functionary formerly in office as Taoutai of the Kwe-sui 
Circuit in Shansi, named Chéng-lin. The result shows that the 
Empresses have known how to maintain and exalt the position 
gained by their coup d'etat in 1861, when they seized the reins 
of power after the death of Hien-fung ; and we cannot but ad- 
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mire the vigour and determination with which they dominate 
the rival parties and bend princes and ministers to their will. 
The effect of the present selection is to make them again é8-offiero 
Regents. 
he youthful Sovereign-elect was conveyed te the Palace from 
his father’s residence, at about 4 a.m. en the 13th Jan. The 
decrees published in the Peking Gazette on that and the follow- 
ing days yerord the successive official stages of this historical 
episode. The adoption of the new Avcouk Hao or style of the 
coming reign of the new Emperor was announced in the Gazette 
of 16th January. The characters chosen are Awang Si, which 
may be translated Continuation of Glory. They appear to have 
beenselected from asentence occurring ina State-paper of the Sung 
dynasty, entitled “ Memorial requesting the bestowal of a title 
of hanour [on an Imperial cement? So far, then, all appears to 
be seftled ; everything is tranquil at Peking ; and the great mass 
of the Chinese people care little whether their ruler be Tsai or 
Yih or Mien or Pu, so long as order is kept, and they are left 
in peaceable enjovment of their earnings. There is perhaps a 
ibility of further rivalry within the walls of the palace ; and 
Peking news will be looked for with special interest for months 
yet-to come. The grandsons both of Prince Tun and Prince 
Kung were looked on as having better claims, and there seems 
to be a feeling of dissatisfaction at the choice made. Still the 
same influence which enabled the Empresses to secure the | 
appointment of their nominee may continue to overpower 
and stifle opposition. A correspondent of the orth China 
Herald says that a regency is about to be constituted on 
the same basis as the last. But whether he means as to form or 
personnel is not clear. In the latter case it may be inferred 
that all are in accord, and that the late foreign policy will be | 
followed out. Otherwise it seems unlikely that Prince Kung 
will allow himself to be quietly effaced. Of Prince Chun, whom 
the turn of events has brought into prominence as father of the 
new Emperor, we know little. He has nut, we believe, come | 
much in contact with foreigners, nor is he thought to view them | 


with a very kindly eye. Report credits him with military tastes, 


and he has, we believe, a position at the head of the Manchu 
garrison of Peking, which gives bim strength to support the new 
order of things. 

A correspondent writes under date 20th Jan.:— 


The Emperor of China died on the evening of the 12th inst., 
of the seguele of small-pox, by which disease he was attacked on 
the 9th December. After an apparent convalescence his Ma- 
jesty, who at the time of his death was only eighteen years and 
nine months, had a relapse on the 5th or 6th inst., and for some 
days before the fatal event his recovery was considered hopeless. 
As no heir had been born to him from any of his tive or six 
consorts, the question of the succession became one of absorbing 
interest to the people of Peking as the crisis was seen to be ap- 
proaching, and general expectation fixed itself on a choice be- 
tween two or three young children, great grandsons, either in 
the direct line or through adoption, of Tao Kwang, either of 
whom, according to the Chinese laws of succession, might have 
been declared adoptive heir to the deceased Emperor. It was 
not generally known until the evening of the 13th that the se- 
lection had been made differently, and that a child three years 
old, named Tsai T’ien, son of the younger brother of the Prince 
of Kung, had been declared Emperor. This choice, according to 
common report, was the act of the ex-Empress mother, who, 
when all her counsellors held their tongue at the moment of de- 
cision, took upon herself the nomination of a successor for her 
deceased son. The child was immediately sent for, and is to 
reign under the style Kwang Su. The Empresses will act as 
Regents, as they did during the long minority of T’unz Che. 
The announcement of the adoption was received at Peking very 
quietly, although in the popular mind there appears to be an im- 

ression that his late Majesty has been unhandsomely dealt with 
in the failure to provide him the immediate successor who is re- 
quired according to Chinese notions for the full acquittal of the 
sacrificial rites, &. According to the decree issued on the 13th, 
he is only to have an heir when a son shall have been born to 
the child who is now put upon the throne. 


SHANGHAL 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 5th 


February ; the French mail from London Dec. 18 was received on 
the 3rd February. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :— 


The Chinese New Year is about to open, but it is likely to be 
shorn in this case of much of the usual festivity, on account of 
the Emperor’s death. At any rate, dvert rejoicing is forbidden, 
as shown by the following account of the customary proceedinus 
in China on the death of an Emperor :—The “sorrowful pro- 
clamation,” or official announcement of death, is not published 
until after the receipt of the “ joyful proclamation,” or announce- 
ment of accession. The proclainations are sent to the Generalis- 
simos, Viceroys, aud Governors of the several provinces, and 
these in their turn make the contents known to their respective 
subordinates, instructing them to select a proper time and place 
for performing the unecessary ceremonies. These Leing chosen, 
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the officials collect in plain clothes (black, and free from colours 
or embroidery), and read out the announcement of accession. 
They then proceed to the temple dedicated to the Imperial pre- 
sence, where they go through the ceremonials of Court congratu- 
lation. This done, they select another public locality, where, 
dressed in mourning, they open and read the announce- 
ment of demise and solemnise the funeral service, which 
has to be repeated three successive days, omee in the 
morning and once in the evening. The officials then wear 
mourning for twenty-seven days, keeping their heads unshavem 
for that period, and refraining from marrying or giving in 
marriage for 100 days, and from official music for one year. 
These intervals all reckon from the date of receiving the pro- 
clamations. As regards the people, they are expected to wear 
mourning, the men as regards caps, the women as recards head 

ornaments. For twenty-seven days they may not shave, for 

thirty days they may not marry, and for 100 days all music is to 

be stopped. A proclamation very much in this sense was posted 

in the City and at the Mixed Court, announcing the death of 

the Emperor and giving orders as to the details of mourning to 

be observed. It is said that Féng, the new Taoutai of Shanchai, 

was directed to take up office at once, because, had he delayed 

till the period of mourning set in, it would be necessary to delay 

until it was over. 


A meeting of the French Gas Company was held on the 29th 
January. The account showed a profit on the year’s working of 
Tls. 8,642. <A dividend of 11 per cent. will absorb Tls. 4,150, 
Tls. 4,321 are placed to reserve, and Tls 141 carried forward. 


We are sorry to find the committee of the Eurasian school la- 
menting the want of adequate support. The fees were purposely 
fixed at a very low rate, in order to encourage attendance, and in 
the belief that sufficient numbers would be thus attracted to 
render the institution self-supporting. Up to a certain point the 
progress was encouraging, but the increase has nut been main- 
tained as the committee were entitled to hope. The present 
number of scholars is, we believe, thirty-one, and though the 
progress made by them has been satisfactory, disappointment is 
very naturally expressed that a much larger number do not avail 
themselves of the institution. In pvinciple, we quite agree with 
Mr. Hanbury that it is preferable the school should be worked 
as a public institution, but the committee find themselves 
unable to do this without the public support for which they 
appeal. 


A fire has occurred on the bank of the Defence Creek, at the 
upper side of the French Settlement. A Chinese bamboo-built 
dairy and out-buildings, the latter being filled with straw, had, 
from some unexplained cause, caught fire, and burnt with an 
intensity that destroved them before the French tire-engines 
could get to the spot. The greatest danger lay in the proxi- 
mity of some other Chinese houses, towards and on to which the 
wind carried quantities of the burning straw, but fortunately 
without setting them on fire. The Chinese authorities showed 
a somewhat unusual appreciation of the event, by turning out a 
strong guard of soldiers, fully armed with rifle, bayonet, &c., 
but each carrying the inevitable lantern, used on this occasion, 
presumably, to see their way to the blazing buildings. The 
usefulness of the local electric telegraph was strikingly exempli- 
fied on the occasion. In a verv short time after the alarm bells 
were rung, the Hongkew detachments of the Fire Brigade were 
ready to move, the Hook and Ladder Company had in fact 
started, and were toiling up the steep ascent of Hongkew Bridge, 
when the message was telegraphed that their services were not 
required. ‘They were thus saved a long and useless journey. 

We have received the Shanghai Customs Trade Returns for 
the last quarter of 1874, and abstract some of the principal 
figures ; 457 vessels, measurinz 311,865 tons, entered, against 
451, measuring 292,615 tons, in the corresponding quarter of 
1873 ; but only 440, measuring 296,649 tons, cleared, against 
491, measuring 323,436 tons. 124 in each case were sailing 
ships, the remainder steamers. The import of grey shirtings 
shows a falling off from 910,915 pieces to $24,502; while 
T-cloths show a slight increase, from 348,058 to 356,709, the 
figures being, however, in this case less than a third of those 
shown in the corresponding quarter of 1871 and 1872. English 
drills stand at 116,90), azainst 240,800. A considerable de- 
crease is also notable in American and Dutch kinds. Sheetings, 
chintzes, velveteens, and handkerchiefs also show a falling 
AR Turkey reds figure for 31,700, against 13,60). Wool- 
lens show a total decrease of 10,000 pieces, long ells, 
ficurel lustres, stripes, and cloths having each fallen off ; 
while lastings show a considerable increase. The import 
of firon was 65,895 piculs, avainst 17,189; but that of lead 
only 4,952, against 17,731. The marked increase of 4,000 
chests occurs in opium ; coal, on the other hand, both native 
and furelsn, showing a very marked decrease. There is a large 
increase in both import and export of beancake ; a considerable 
decrease in both import and export of tea ; sulk standing at nearly 
the same figure. The import of brown sugar fell off, while that 
of white more than trebled; the export of both shows a decrease. 
There is again a decrease under nearly all heads in internal tran- 
sit ; except in that of silk and wool for export. The total re- 
venue for the quarter was Tls. 825,636 against 931,134. The de- 
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crease is spread over every item except outward transit passes ; 
the falling off in tonnage dues was nearly Tls. 10,000. 


A motion is fixed for hearing at H.B.M.’s Supreme Court, 
before Sir Edmund Hornby, that is calculated to solve a some- 
what important point in legal jurisdiction in China and Japan. 
It is well-known that the Tientsin Treaty provides a tribunal for 
the adjudication of differences between British subjects and 
Chinese, in the shape of a Court presided over by the Consul and 
Taoutai, who jointly investigate matters brought before them. 
But subsequently to this Treaty, the Order in Council (1865) 
was framed, establishing Law Courts entirely different from the 
treaty tribunal above-mentioned, and indepeudent of the treaty. 
The inter Court, being more perfect in organisation, and in ac- 
cordance with English practice, has been exclusively resorted to 
by litigants. But the Order in Council not having interfered 
with the provisious of the Treaty of Tientsin in this respect, the 
treaty tribunal still exists, and the two Courts are therefore 
liable to clash in their jurisdiction. It is also well known with 
what laxity the Chinese officials inquire into matters of differ- 
ence between persons of their nationality and foreigners, The 
motion that is to be argued in the Supreme Court is in reference 
toa suit heard at Foochow, before a Mixed Court composed of 


H.B.M.’s Consul in conjunction with H.E. the Taoutai there. : 
The suit was brought by Kwo-fuh Tih, master and owner of the | 


junk Aiwtsai, against G. D. Pitman, master of the steamer 
Kwangtung, agent for Douglas Lapraik and Co., and others, 
owners of the steamer. Mr. Wainewright, solicitor for the de- 


fendant, will move the Supreme Court either to declare the - 


judgment of the Mixed Court to be null and void, or to «lirect 
the Consul to rehear the suit, in the manner provided by the 
Order in Council, or to remove it for hearing into this Court. 
Under the circumstances detailed above, the interest of the mo- 
tion would appear to lie in the fact of the judge having to con- 
sider the conflict of authority which at present might seem to 
the uninitiated to exist between the twu tribunals ; and the 
motion might definitely set at rest any doubt on the point. 

At the Police Court a somewhat unusual charge of robbery 
has been investigated. Two young fellows, an able and ordinary 
seaman of the British ship Corona, were charged with stealing 
400 1b. of fat, the skimmings of the ship’s coppers. They took 
the fat, which was contained in two barrels, out of the fore-peak 
of the vessel on Saturday night, and sold it to a Chinese in 
Hongkew, bearing the euphonious name of “ Buffalo,” for $4.5u 
per barrel. The chief officer, on being questioned, said the 
oleaginous compound belonged to the owners of the vessel, aud 
that he had sald two similar barrels of it in New Zealand, bv 
the authority of the captain, for 25s. each. The defence was 
unique. It was tothe effect that the fat was the produce of the 
boiling of the pork and beef served out as foud to the crew, that 
it was part of the food of the crew, who, if they had chosen to 
do so, might have gone to the coppers and skimmed it off for 
themselves ; aud that, although it was skimmed off by the cook, 
and put into barrels, it did not belong either to owner or 
captain, but remainded the property of the crew—in this case the 
more especially as the cook of the vessel (who was discharged in 
New Zealand for drunkenness) had saved it, expressly by 
arrangement with the captain, for sale, the money tote divided 
among the crew. Mr. Mowat declined to solve this knotty 
or, rather, greasy point, without an interview in Court with the 
captain. Everything else apart, the case is one which shows the 
necessity of a more perfect understanding between the captains, 
officers, and crews of merchant vessels as to the ownership of the 
refuse of food actually handed over for the men’s consumption, 
and which they might have eaten if they could only have 
swallowed it. 

The possibility of the establishment in Shanghai of a special 
agency fora purely Japanese line of steamers plying between 
this port and Yokohama appears to have become an accomplished 
fact. Until further notice, one of the vessels of the “ Mitsu- 
Bishi Steam Navigation Company” will be despatched every 
Wednesday for Nagasaki, Hiogo, Simonoseki, and Yokohama. 
The company appear to possess at present only four vessels, the 
Tokio-maru (late Vew York), the Kanagawa-maru (late Madras), 
the Tokai-maru (late Acuntha), and the Luzon. The times for 
the despatch of the vessels from Yokohama are not yet notified, 
but we are informed that more complete arrangements are pend- 
ing, and will be shortly published. 


We are informed that the weather on the coast, although fine, 
has been exceedingly cold, the hills round Foochow and all the 
way up to this port having been covered with snow since the 
23rd Dec. Twenty-four hours before the Costa Rica left Naga- 
saki a severe snowstorm was experienced at that port. he 
Costa Rica, when in Kii Channel (eighty miles from Hiogo), 

and spoke a German barque with her main and mizen- 
masts gone by the board, but although he proffered assistance, 
none was required.

more apparent than in the mal-admiustration of its fiscal athurs. 
In a country possessed of such ample means of its own, the small 
foreizn loan recently contracted appears to be more an evideuce 
of weakness than of wisdom on the part of its counsellors. 

The intluence of the Empresses-Dowager of Hien-fung in the 
Peking Court has decided the Imperial election in faveur of a 
gon of the Prince of Chun. The Prince of Chun is seventh son 
of the Emperor Taokwane, and his son is therefore of the same 
generation as the deceased Monarch. A more natural selection 
would have been the grandson of either the Prince of Tun or the 
Prince of Kung—both of a generation next to the late Emperor 
and who could therefore have been adopted by the voung Em- 
press-Dowager. But the latter would in that case have become 
Reyvent ; and the old Empresses have had influence enough to 
carry the election of the young Prince Tsai-tien, who has to be 
adoptel by them as a son of Hien-fung, and during whose 
minority therefore they become again Regents. The arransement 
is not viewed altogether with contentment ; but there is nu ap- 
pearance thus far of opposition. 

It is only natural that the death of the Emperor and the un- 
certainty in which the occurrence left the succession, should 
have given rise to rumours of trouble ; and all sorts of reports 
gained currency in Shanghai pending the arrival of certain news. 
Tt was rumoured at one time that the possession of the Dragon 
Throne was already being contended for vi e¢ armia, that the 
palace was surrounded, and that a large army was at Peking, 
supposed to be Li Hung-chang’s southern legion. Another ru- 
mour was that orders had come from Peking, forbidding the 
Chinese men-of-war in harbour to leave the river, unless under 
direct instructions from the Peking Government. Later on 
again the young Empress (Ah-lu-te) had committed suicide. 
But, as we Viva shown, all these rumours turned out to be pure 
canards, and we mention them only as indicating the uncertainty 
in the Chinese mind as to the course events would take. 

As straws show which way the wind blows, some edicts that 
had lately appeared in the Peking Gazette suggest that a struggle 
had been lately going on at Peking between the rival parties 
whose influence was probably strained on the question of impe- 
rial succession. We need hardly refer to the late degradation of 
Prince Kung and his prompt reinstatement by the influence of 
the Empresses-Dowager. tater on, the Prince of Tun was put 
forward to offer certain sacrifices in the stead of the Emperor 
during his Majesty’s fatal illness ; while a decree of the Ist 
January, again, gives prominence to Prince Kung on a similar 
occasion. More significant than all isa still later edict advancin 
Li Hung-chang to the post of Senior Grand Secretary ; and the 
guess may be hazarded that, if we could say to whose influea-» 
this appointment is due, we should have a clue to the probable 
bias of that great mandarin, and the view he may take of the 
present arrangement. 

The operations in the Woosung-road were interrupted yester- 
day by a woman at Konewan, who incited the villagers to pre- 
vent the formation of an embankment in that neighbourhood. 
She raised an uproar, calling upon the crowd to attack Mr. Hill, 
whereupon about 150 people rushed towards and pushed hin, 
but we are glad to hear that he escaped with but slizht myury.

In addition to the information published in our last issue, 
anent the telegraph to Amoy, we are given to understand that a 
number of poles, together with that portion of the line erected 
between the 20th and 22nd ultimo, were stolen by the quasi mob 
—led on by Yamen runners—whose valiant proceedings have now 
become matter of history. The remainder of the line had not up 
to yesterday fallen into the hands of the Philistines. Perhaps 
they think that in this case “discretion is the better part of 
valour.” 

A very destructive fire broke out on the night of the Ist 
instant in the south-west suburb of the city, near the bridge. It 
was discovered between ten and eleven o’clock, and spread with 
such rapidity that before 3 a.m. more than 400 houses were de- 
stroyed. At one time it was feared that the hongs recently 
occupied by Messrs. Ivanoff and Co., and Ruttonjee and Co., 
would become a prey to the flames, in which case the premises 
of Messrs. D. Sassoon, Sons, and Co., and Messrs. Gibb, Living- 
ston, and Co., would have been seriously jeopardised ; fortu- 
nately the fire was arrested at about 3 a.m., without having 
caused any injury to foreign property. The loss of native life is 
said to be comparatively small, but it is difficult to obtain re- 
liable information on the point. This lamentable event is gene- 
rally ascribed to incendiarism. The fire originated, it is said, in 
an uninhabited house, into which it is supposed that one or more 
Tuffians effected an entrance, and, with a view to looting the sur- 
rounding premises, set it in flames. We understand that the 
authorities are in quest of these miscreanta. Fires are always 
more or less frequent at this period, and it is well to exercise 
more than ordinary supervision of native servants, owing to their 
slovenly method of fendiline the fiery adjuncts common to 
Chinese festivals. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 11th February ; 
the P. and O. mail from London, Dec. 25, was received on the 
5th February. The following items of intelligence are from the 
Hong Kong Daily Press :— 

The Chinese New Year’s Day passed off with the usual deafen- 
ing accompaniment of crackers, fireworks, &c. Thetime allowed 
for the indulgence of this delightful pastime, viz., from 4 P.M. on 
Friday until 9 p.m. on Saturday, was by no means strictly ad- 
hered to, as the reports were pretty frequent during Saturday 
night, while even yesterday was not free from uproar. It is to 
be hoped, however, that the posse of offenders whom we may be 
pretty sure will appear in the Police-court to-day, charged with 
an infringement of this law, will be lightly dealt with, for Chinese 
holidays are infrequent, and it is well to give a little license on 
such an occasion. Asfar as the Europeans are concerned, they no 
doubt feel with us that it isa good thing, seeing the use they 
make of it, that the Chinese have but one general holiday. 

Mr. James Parker, acting clerk in the Registrar-General’s office, 
has, we learn, been appointed second clerk at the Magistracy, 
and Mr. Seth has been appointed chief clerk in the same office, 
vice Mr. J. Collins, deceased. 

The Albzy has been beached high at Wanchi, and her port 
quarter found completely cut away, probably by the Leonor; 
the top work at the starboard fore-chains the same. It is con- 
sidered her bottom is tolerably sound, and she will be pumped 
out and docked by to-morrow. 

We note the departure for England, by the Sarpedon, of the 
Rey. John Preston, of Canton. Mr. Preston, who was one of 
the missionaries belonging to the Wesleyan Society, has been in 
China for upwards of twenty years, and we understand that he 
does not intend to return again to the East. | 

The Japanese steamship Meiji Maru, has arrived for the Ja- 
panese Government. 

We learn from the Diario de Manila that it is in contempla- 
tion to light that city with gas. The same journal informs us 
that an extensive fire occurred at Bayonbong, in the province of 
Nueva Vizcaya. A severe shock of earthquake was experienced 
at Manila on the morning of the 27th ultimo. 


Another attempt to float the steamer Albay has been made. 
The steam tugs Fame, Pilot Fish, and the Saada took her in 
tw, and moved her astern about ten feet, when suddenly she 
struck against a bank. A little later she was observed to move 
broadside on, when the tugs took her by the bow and towed her 
off that way. She was taken down to Wanchi and beached. 
She is lying there now, and measures are being taken to prepare 
her for docking. ° 


On the Emperor’s death and successor the Press says:— 


The question as to the succession in China is at length set at 
rest. Inthe decrees of January 12, published in the Peking 
Cazette, the following passage disposes of the matter :—“ Let 
Tsai Tien, the son of A Hwan, Prince of Ch’un, be adopted as 
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heir to his Majesty the Emperor Wen Tsung Hien, ard enter 
upon the inheritance of the great dynastic line, as Emperor by 
succession.” The successor of Tung-chi, who will reign under 
the style or title of Kwang-su (or Continuation of Glory isa 
child of between three and four years of age. Another and 
longer regency must therefore ensue, and the reins ‘of Govern- 
ment have once more fallen into the hands of the Empresses- 
Dowager. The selection of this boy was no doubt owing to the 
influence of the Empress-mother, who is a sister of Prince 
Ch’un, and consequently aunt by blood, as well as marriage, to 
the young Emperor. The claims of the grandsons of Prince Tun 
and Prince Kung have been set aside in favour of a child, 
whose possession of the dignity will confer power and dignity 
on two old but ambitious women. The father of the Em- 
peror is reported to be a foe to progress, an enemy to foreigners, 
and an adherent of the foolish and exasperating policy which at- 
tempts to effect their exclusion from China. Furthermore, he is 
said by the Shanghai Evening Courier to entertain a personal 
antipathy to the French, and to “have been no stranger to the 
agitation which, not long after his well-known encounter with 
the Count de Rochechouart, spread over a large portion of China, 
and in 1870 culminated in the massacre of Tientsin.” His posi- 
tion as President of the Military Council will undoubtedly give 
him great influence at Court, which there is too good reason to 
believe, from his antecedents and known opinions, will be exerted 
in a direction hostile to foreigners. 


Altogether there is not much ground for hope of improvement 
from the new order of things. The old policy will be followed, 
though it may be carried out more chilly, and there is small 
chance of any concessions being extorted from the Ministers who 
will in future guide the affairs of the Empire. 


PHILIPPINES. 
—p -— 
MANILA. 

On the morning of the 2nd Feb. the American ship Bunker’s 
Hill, which was then anchored in the Bay of Manila, signalled 
that she was ‘on fire. Assistance was speedily afforded by the 
men-of-war in the roads and by the harbour authorities, but 
proved ineffectual, because the fire, having broken out during 
the previous night, had made such pores that overcoming it 
became impossible. The burning vessel was consequently towed 
to a distance from the other shipping and was sunk in five 
fathoms of water, up to her deck. She was bound for Boston, 
and had, at the time of the disaster, taken on board 700 tons of 
dry sugar, 1,680 bales of hemp, and a quantity of sapanwood. 
The Porvenir Filipino states that the cause of the fire was not 
known, and that the vessel can be got afloat again at little ex- 
pense, within a few days. 


In Ilo Ilo the sugar trade is much paralysed, only two vessels 
taking in cargoes of that article. The ravages of the late hur- 
ricanes have delayed crushing, and the conveyance of sugar to 
that port ; the damage done by them in this province is esti- 
mated at about one million of dollars, the sug destroyed 
amounting to 12),000 piculs, valued at $360,000. Te Diario de 
Manila thus sketches the state of matters in Ilo Ilo :+

THE MURDER OF MR. MARGARY. 

In the House of Commons on the 16th inst. Mr. Wait asked the First 
Lord of the Treasury whether it was the intention of the Government 
to demand the punishment of the perpetrators of the treacherous mas- 
sacre of Mr. Margary and his five servants at Manwine while engaged 
on Her Majesty's Consular service, and what directions, if any, had 
been given on the subject. 

Mr. DisraELI: We sent instructions to Mr. Wade, Her Majesty’s 
Minister at Peking—and Her Majesty's most able Minister at Peking, 
for it would be impossible to speak tvo highly of his qualifications—to 
call upon the Chinese Government to make a strict investigation into 
all the circumstances connected with this deplorable affair, and until 
we receive his report it will of course be out of our power to decide 
upon the steps we will take. The death of Mr. Margary is a public 
calamity. He was the son of an officer in Her Majesty’s service, and 
he was a young man of great promise and ability, who had displayed 
all those qualities which were suitable tu the eminent career which I 
have no doubt awaited him had his life been spared. This unhappy 
event. occurred in a district scarcely within the boundary of the Chinese 
Empire, a district in which it is doubtful whether the power of the 
Imperial Government was clearly established, and which is inhabited 
by a mixed population of Shangs and Chinese. The moment the Go- 
‘vernment receive from Mr. Wade the result of his appeal to the Impe- 
rial Government I shall have, I hope, to make a further communicatign 
ito the House. ; 
THE TELEGRAPH AT FOOCHOW. 

The following letter has been published in The Times, dated Fcoe 
chow, January 30 :— 
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IT coull not write by last mail as I was making hurried preparations 
to accompany Captain Hoskier on his trip overland to Amoy. That 
gentleman hal just arrive from England to superintend the erection 
of the first telegraph wire in this country. During the Formosa diffi- 
culty with the Japanese, the Chinese authorities in this district 
granted a contract to the Great Northern Telegraph Company to erect 
a telegraph wire between this port and Amoy, and expressed great soli- 
citude to have it commenced and completed at the earliest possible 
period. Every assistance was promised to be afforded by the manda- 
rins, through whose territory the line should pass, while under con- 
struction, and every protection to the property when cumpleted. The 
exclusive concession was granted for thirty years, and all Government 
Messages were to have precedence, and to be sent free of charge. No 
time was lost mm commencing the work, and we soon saw the magic 
wire stretching over this island (Nantai) and extending ten miles over 
the mainland, where a small station-house was erected. Thus far no 
opposition of any kind had been shown, and the work was rapidly pro- 
ceeding, when the Formosa difficulty was amicably arranged, and the 
Chinese Government may hive repented their novel concessiun and 
bargain with the outside barbarians to introduce new-fangled notions 
and modes of communication to the Celestial Empire. However, the 
small working party of Europeans, while busily engaged in erecting some 
poles about seven miles beyond their new station-house, were suddenly 
interrupted by an overwhelming body of armed Chinese, who threatened 


immelinte violence unless all further operations were suspended. Captain | 


Hoskier thought it prudent to comply with their summary request, and 
crdered his men to retire tv their temporary lodgings—a small yamen. 
On reaching their quarters every man looked to his own revolver, and 
every fowling-piece of the party was loaded with the heaviest shot. I 
cinnot truly say we expected to be attacked during the night, but we 
took the above necessary precautions, intending to make as good a fight 
as possible. The next morning Captain Hoskier ordered the interpreter 
gnd chair-bearers to be ready to start for the nearest village, Kwang 
Tao ; but the interpreter immediately feigued sickness, and the chair- 
bearers pesitively refused to go. After considerable persuasion we in- 
duced one of our body servants to accompany Captain Hoskier, myself, 
and the three Danes. On reaching the village we inquired for the head- 
man or chief. He would not receive us, but sent his son, who expressed 
great sorrow at the occurrence of the day before, and assured us that 
none of the men from their village had been of the armed party. On 
hearin this Captain Hoskier demanded to know if the work could be 
proceeded with through his father's territory without further molesta- 
tion. The wily heathen answered, most assuredly, as far as the people 
of his village were concerned, but he could not answer for the bad men 
of the surrounding villages. The latter remark was sufficiently signiti- 
cant, and Captain Hoskier decided to return at once to Fvochow an‘ 
report all the circumstances to Her Britannic Majeaty’s Consul for 
transmission to the authorities at Peking. Since our return here we 
have heard that much of our work has been destroyed beyond the 


station-house. 
MARINE INSURANCE. 

The Times, in a lending article upon this subject, remarks that the 
discussion of the 12th inst. on the Law ofJMarine Insurance appears to 
have brought out two points with great clearness and certainty. It 
was admitted by most of the speakers that the law in question was not 
at present satisfactory, and was, indeed, in many cases the occasion of 
great inischief ; but it was also generally agreed that the attempt to 
alter it would be a most difficult and delicate task, which must be 
undertaken with the utmost caution if any real improvement were to 
result from it. Instances were brought forward by one speaker after 
another of vessels which had left port so heavily insured that they had 
made their owners’ fortunes by simply going to the bottom, since they 
had thus given them not only the full profits of a completed bhi 
without any of the expenses which would have been incurred in making 
it, but had secured, besides, a good bonus on the transaction. It

GERMANY. 


(FRUM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hameunc, Marci 16. 
On the whole the year 1874 has not been so favourable for the trade 
of this city as might have been wished, fur there is a falling-off in many 
branches of business, though it cannot be denied that that diminu- 
tion is cumpensated tu a considerable extent by an increase in others. 
The fact is that commerce has not yet recovered from the. wounds 
received by the insane over-speculation of 1871 and 1872, which, 
though it emanated in primo loco on the Stock and Share Exchange, 
could not fail to have a baneful influence on the trade, manufactures, 
and industry of the country. In the trans-Atlantic trade there is a 
falling-otf both in the imports and exports, as seen by the shipping li-ta, 
which show only 727 vessels arrived from distant countries, against 
762 in 1873, and 681 sailed, against $29 in 1873. Similar proportions 
belong to the European trade ; but, on the other hand, there is an in- 
crease in the number of steamners, more than half of the trade being 
now carried by that description of vessel, particularly to North and 
South America, whilst that to the Far East is still confined to the 
monthly line of steamships belonging to the Hamburg Company. In 
the number of vessels that hail from this city there is a trifling Increaze, 
the Hamburg flotilla consisting now of 445 vessels of 217.044 tons, 
against only 417 vessels of 200.025 tons in 1873. In ones! our Ime 
portant branches of business—miarine insurances—there is 2 falling-off 
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of more than 200 million marks, though, it must be added, there is a 
trifling improvement in the premiums paid, which amounted on the 
average to 1°01 per cent., against only 0°93 per cent. in 1873. In the 
imports of tea there is a considerable diminution, the total quantity 
being 33,304 chests, against 44,723 chests in 1873, thus showing a 
falling-off of 11,419 chests, or about 25 per cent. ; but as at the com- 
mencement of the year there were 21,420 chests in the warehouses, 
this quantity, added to the imports, gave a working stock of 54,724 
chests, which were fully equal to the demand, the sales being 43,457 
chests, leaving a stock of 11,267 chests in the warehouses at the end 
vf the year. 

Several of the Hamburg Banks have now held their annual general 
meetings, and published tate balaites sheet and profit and loss accounts. 
Few of them have had such a good year as 1873, but on the whole the 
business is conducted on such a safe footing, that public confidence in 
them has not been for a moment shaken. The profits of the 
Norddeutsche Bank were 5,084,170 Reichsmarks, and after ceducting 
the current expenses and writing of various sums for bad and doubtful 
devta, depreciation of property, and other items, they were enabled to 
d>viare a dividend of 75 marks per share, on the 60,000 shares, which 
75 -qual to ten per cent. Among the assets in the balance-sheet the 
new bank building is put down at 1,102,608 marks, and their old estab- 
lishment, recently vacated, at 420,000 marks. The latter has just been 
si: by public auction, and realised 460,000 marks. Senator Godeffroy 
und two other members of the Court of Administration having to retire 
iy rotation, the following gentlemen were elected in their place: Herr 
Re bert Kayser with 1,539 votes, H. Miinchmeyer with 1,527 do., and 
tf. C, Baasch with 1,406 do. 

The Vereins Bank of Hamburg shows a profit of 1,442,511 marks, 
frm which 167,082 marks are deducted for expenses, leaving a clear 
profit of 1,275,429 marks. Of this amount a million marks are ab- 
sorbed by a dividend of 10 marks per share on the 30 per cent. paid up 
sh ure capital of nine million marks (equal to 11 1-9 per cent.), and the 
vermainder goes to the Reserve Fund, and remunerations for the directors 
and other officials, as'provided by the Bank statutes. Among the assets 
we find the bank building (formerly the offices of the late banker Carl 
Heine) figure for 423,612 marks, and 20,000 marks for furniture. The 
house has been pulled down and rebuilt. At the general meeting of 
the shareholders, the directors were all re-elected. 

The Commerz and Disconto Bank cannot show such brilliant results, 
though they can boast of a working capital af 20,935,320 marks paid 
up, and a reserve fund of 96,65C marks. They have declared a divider d 
of 34 per cent., viz., 10 marks per share on the first issue of 50,000 
Shares, and 4 marks on 49,461 shares of the second emission, with 40 
per cent. paid up (539 shares are still undisposed of). There remains 
2,509 marks over as indivisible and carried to the new account, so that 
the total clear profit of the Bank was 699,853 marks. Among the assets 
in the balance sheet the new bank building figures for 1,020,000 marks. 
At the general meeting, held on the 10th inst., Herr C. Woermann was 
e'ected President, and Theodor Wille Vice-President of the Council of 
Adminstration for the present year. 

The Anglo-German Bank of Hamburg has had no luck. The 
accounts have been distributed, and are anything but satisfactory. The 
losses incurred in 1873 are put down at 2,548,540 marks, and 4,412,923 
marks for 1874, making together 6,961,463 marks, which, added to the 
expenses of rent, salaries, &c., give a total of 7,864,324 marks, and as 
the working capital of the Bank is put down at 23,972,220 marks, it 
arpears that the shareholders have lost one-third of their investments. 

The question of the German Arctic Exploring Expedition has been 
delegated by the Bundesrath to the Chancellor, with a request to appoint 
a special committee of enquiry. Prince Bismark has transferred this 
to the Naval Minister, who has done the needful, and the chairman of 
the committee is Professor Neumeyer, the Hydrographer to the Ad- 
miralty. This is considered a favourable symptom for the execution of 
the project, as it is well known that both the Minister and the hydro- 
grapher are decided supporters of the undertaking.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, Marcu 17. 

The Members of the Second Chamber will probably disperse this 
week for the Easter recess. After having carried the Bill prescribing 
the conditions for the drawing up of extradition treaties with foreign 
Powers, by which it is stipuluted that political refugees are always to be 
granted an asylum, the Chamber resolved by a very small majority to 
¢ ommence operations on Mondays not before one o'clock, and to take a 
holiday every Saturday. The Bill to appropriate another ten millions 
out of the East India surplus to the redemption fund was of course ap- 
are a ee : 5 the business will be most likely concluded 
with the passage of the Budget for providing our fortress-system. I 
think that this will give the Minister of the War Department a hard 
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nut to crack. The report of the committee appointed to examine this 
Budget, in which all parties are represented, is highly unfavourable. I 
never have seen a Parliamentary document in which a Minister was so 
abused alike by friends and foes. It seems that there was no member 
who dared tv undertake the defence of the Minister. And indeed 
Mr. Weitzel has gone too far. Perhaps you will remember that 
in December last his Fortress Bill was so sharply criticised by 
Messrs. Stieltjes, De Roo, and Storm, that the Chamber, at the instance 
of Mr. Fransen van de Putte, resolved to send back the measure to the 
Minister for revision. And what has Mr. Weitzel done? Instead of 
taking note of the objections and altering the Bill accordingly, he has 
done nothing. Of course, the members could nut be satisfied with 
such behaviour, and the committee declare that they are anything but 
satisfied. The question whether the Minister is deserving of con- 
fidence must, under these circumstances, be brought forward. Some 
are inclined to support the Minister, under certain circumstances, while 
others declare that he has forfeited the confidence of the Chamber. The 
majority in the “ Sections,” however, advise the Chamber not to reject 
the Bill under condition that all the objectionable clauses are erased. 
The question remains whether the Minister will consent to such a pro- 
ceeding. It is not improbable that he will prefer to make the matter a 
question of confidence. After the Easter recess the Chamber will deal 
with Mr. Kappeyne’s Railway Bill, the fate of which seems to be very 
problematical. The Academical Instruction Bill will remain on the 
Parliamentary menu for the following Session, because the definitive re- 
port will not be ready this month. It is stated upon good authority 
that a new Code pénal will shortly be laid before the Chamber. There 
will thus be once more a chance of escape from the Code Napoleon, 
which is still in force here. 

The Bill asking a special credit for the voyage of the new Governor- 
General of Java has given rise to a lengthened debate in the Sections, 
not about the sum required, but upon several questions of Colonial 
policy which cropped up during the discussion. Complaints in the first 
place were made that no definitive elucidations had been given as to the 
true reasons why Mr. Loudon had resigned, and a good deal was said 
about the relations between the Minister and the Governor-general. 
Several members were of opinion that the Minister ought not to inter- 
fere too much with the acts of the Governor-general, and that especially 
& very prudent use ought to be madeof the telegraph. It was the 
general opinion that since 1854 circumstances have been so much 
altered that it was necessary to increase the powers given to the Go- 
vernor-general. The Minister in his reply did not shed any more light 
upon the dismissal question, and regarding the principal point he was 
of opinion that the Governor-general ought to be subordinate to the 
Minister, and as arule should strictly follow the orders from home. 
The policy of the Ministry must be the norma agendi of the East India 
Government, because the Minister is answerable tothe Chambers. Mr. 
Van Goltstein was not of opinion that an alteration of the Constitution 
is necessary. 

It is stated that important changes are pending amongat the officers 
of our corps of engineers. 

The last number of Punch has given much satisfaction by ita article 
*“ Leiden vid Schiedam,” in which the nonsensical reports upon our 
Tercentenary Academical Festival by the occasional correspondents of 
The Times and the Morning Advertiser were sharply criticised. To 
make it quite clear what nonsense the correspondents trust to the 
press, the Dayhlad translates a letter which was inserted in the 
Morning Advertiser of the 6th inst. 

There being sv great a lack of recruits for the East India army, it is 
intended to enrol men without enforcing the rule that they shall be 
provided with a certificate of good behaviour. 

The news from Atchin by the last mail is again most distreasing. I 
aM anxious to kuow what General Van Swieten will have to say about 
the complaints which are made of his proceedings, which are of a moat 
serious character. News has likewise been received about thé inunda- 
tions, and I think that the subscriptions will be re-opened on behalf of 
the sufferers. 

The King is slightly indisposed, but there is no foundation whatever 
for the alarming rumours which have been spread during the last days 
with reference to his illness. 

Mr. Groen van Prinsterer has published a reply to the last historical 
work of Mr. Motley, about Barnevelt. Mr. Groen’s book bears the title 
of ‘ Maurice et Barnevelt, etude Historique.” 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The business in our markets for Colonial Produce has been very 
limited, and no transactions of any importance have taken place, the 
public sales excepted. About 5,000/4 chesta Java Tea of sundry marks 
were partly sold, some lots at and above the brokers’ valuations, and 
some parcels at a reduction therefrom. Raw Sugar has remained in the 
same condition as before, with scarcely any buyers. Important parcels 
of Java Tobacco have been offered for sale, and in consequence of the 
news about the inundations in Blitar relatively high prices were ob- 
tained. Of E. I. Hides 10,000 ps. have changed hands, but no particu- 
lars are made known about the prices paid. Forty-four chests Java 
Vanilla offered by public tender were all bought in, as the quality was 
not satisfactory. Tin is nominally quoted at £.52; the Trading Com- 
pany will sell on the 3lst inst. 22,5C0 slabs Banca and 3,000 slabs 
Billiton.

The Déthévansa ; or, The History of the Tooth-Relic of Gotama

Buddha, Translated into En teh with Notes. By Mutu 
Coomara Swamy. London ePribner end Co. 1874. 
It has been the fashion of late to consider the study of the 
P4li lan e important mainly because it is “the repository of 
the teachings of the founder of Buddhism ;” Sir Mutu Cooméra 
Swamy, however, takes a more enlightened view of the matter, 
and asserts that it has a far wider value. “To all interested,” 
he says, “in antiquarian inquiries, whether these relate to reli- 
gion, philosophy, history, or sociology, P4li literature offers a 
wide field for research.” Until its treasures have been ran- 
sacked, we shall never fully understand the ancient history of 
India. Unfortunately, as was the case some years ago with 
Chinese, the ordinary facilities for the prosecution of the study 
are almost entirely wanting ; nay, we may even say that “the 
difficulties in the way of the P&li student are very disheartening. 
A simple and scientific grammar has yet to be published.” Pro- 
fessor Childer’s dictionary is not finished, and printed text-books 
are scarce. Under these circumstances the appearance of the 
text of D&th4vansa will be very acceptable, and it will be the 
more useful, as it is accompanied by a close and literal tranala- 
tion. It will be interesting to remark here that PaAli, other- 
wise called M4gadhi, was formerly the language of a district 
north of Benares; “the country itself, in which it was 
spoken, was called Magadha, the birth-land of Buddhism, 
and the scene of many a momentous event in ancient times. 
When the religion of the Great Indian Reformer was ex- 
pelled from Hindustan, Mégadhi itself ceased to flourish 
there, and found its home in the island of Ceylon, and in the 
Siamese and Burmese kingdoms in the Malayan Peninsula.” 
From its recounting the history of the founder of their religion, 
“ Dath4vansa ” is held in great esteem as well by the Pali literati 
in Ceylon as by the Sinhalese priesthood and laity. To appre- 
ciate it fully, it must be considered from a threefold point of 
view,—literary, religious, and historical. It is Jooked upon as 
one of the finest specimens of P&éli poetry, so much so that it 
forms the text-book for lectures iitnatratin the grammatical 
constructions of the language. That it should be esteemed from 
a religious standpoint in Ceylon is only natural, seeing that the 
rh a ard much-venerated Tooth-Relic is believed by the devout 
to be at present lodged in a shrine at Kandy. Again, “ the work 
throws some light on the history of India immediately after the 
date (about 2,500 years ago), when Buddha died or attained his 
Parinibbdna, the state of extinction, as his votaries term it.” Sir 
Mutu Cooméra Sw4my, in his introduction, quotes an interest- 
ing account of the Tooth-Relic from the Asiatic Society’s Journal 
for 1867, which was written by Mr. Fergusson. This account, 
however, though it gives the main features of the events recorded 
in the Da4th4vansa, differs from it in some respects, being partly 
drawn from other sources. The D&th4vansa, indeed, “ does 
not continue the history beyond the period of the arrival of 
the relic at Anurfdhapura, in Ceylon, whence it has been 
inoved to several places, being finally deposited at Kandy. We 
must not omit to mention that grave doubts have been thrown 
on the identity of the relic, now worshipped in Ceylon. Rebeiro, 
indeed, affirms that it was captured and destroyed by Constan- 
tine de Braganza in 1560. Others, again, who have seen it, 
assert that it is too large for a human tooth, but this objection is 
met 4 fervent Buddhists with the exclamation, “ True, but in 
Buddha’s time human beings were of much larger size than they | 
are now!” The present translator adds that they might “claim 
as a proof of identity the fact that the stains now observable | 
in the relic were made the subject of remark centuries ago by | 
King P&ndu, as recorded in Daéthdvansa.” The translation of this | 
work is comprised in five somewhat lengthy chapters, to which | 
are annexed an English version of a brief history of the author, | 
Dhammakitti. The copious notes are by no means the least 
valuable part of the volume before us, and of these we quote 
the following specimens as affording information of general in- 
terest :—“ nkara Buddha.—One of the twenty-four Buddhas 
who preceded Gotama Buddha, or the last Buddha to which this 
work refers. To enlighten the world every now and then a 
Buddha s+ apg The one next expected is called Afetteyya 
Buddha. e world is believed at present to be under the dis- 
pensation of Gotama Buddha.” —“ Bodhi-tree.—Each Buddha 
site in meditation under the shade of atree, and attains Buddha- 
hood, whence it is called the tree of Buddhahood or BodAi-tree. 
Gotama Buddha’s Bodhi-tree was a_ficus religiosa. A branch of 
it 18 yet believed to grow at Anurdéhapura, in Ceylon, having 
been planted there in 288 B.c. Every Buddhist temple now has 
a ficus religiosa growing within ite confines. Childers writes 
that the Bodhi-tree occupies in modern Buddhism the same 
pontion as the cross in Christianity.” In concluding our notice 
Of this valuable work it is but right to observe that the thanks 
not only of all students of P&li literature, but also of all those 
‘ who desire to gain a deeper insight into the mysteries of Budd- 
hiem in its various phases, are due to Sir Mutu Coom4ra Swamy 
for the pains and labour he has expended over the volume now 
etore us ; and we are glad to learn that he has it in contempla- 
tion to publieh others on cognate subjecta. 
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We have been favoured with acopy of the last Annuaire de 
la Société d’? Ethnographve (Paris, Maisonneuve), of which. Pro- 
feasor Léon de Rosny and M. Ed. Madier de Montjau are re- 
spectively President and General Secretary. In the brochure be- 
fore us we are first given the official decrees under which the 
Society was constituted, together with its rules and regulations. 
These are followed by acarefully drawn up statement of the ob- 
jects of the Society, m the opening sentence of which Ethno- 
graphy is defined to be a new science, the object of which is the 
physical, moral, and intellectual study of humanity. In a table 
giving various equivalents for a.p. 1874, we notice a curious 
error ; the year is stated to be the twelfth of the late Chinese 
Emperor, Tung-Chih, whereas we need hardly say that it was the 
thirteenth. e next come to Professor Léon de Rosny’s inau- 
gural address, in which he sketches the history and doings of 
the Society, together with other matters closely connected with 
it, and at the conclusion of which he pays a graceful compliment 
to the incoming Secretary-General, at Madier de Montjau. A 
very full report is furnished on the financial position of the 
Society, to which are annexed the accounts for the previous year. 
The remaining portion of the Anzuaire is principally devoted to 
a general list of the members, at the head of which we notice, 
among others, the names of H.M. the Shah of Persia and H.M. 
Pra Paramender, King of Siam. Among the membres honoraires 
we observe the name of the Rev. J oseph Edkins (of Peking), 
and in the list of membres libres et correspondants that of Mr. 
Alex. Wylie (of Shanghai). Japanese names abound, but 
Chinese are conspicuous by their absence ; in fact it is easy to 
gee, from a glance at the names of the membres non-résidants et 
correspondants, that the work of the Ethnographical Society of 
France has attracted much greater attention in Japan than it 
has in China. 

Multum in parvo might well be the motto of a brochure by 
Dr. Alexander Williamson, and published by Nisbet and Co., 
entitled Brief Sketches of the State of Japan in 1872 and 1874. 
The author maintains that “though Japan claims the credit of 
high antiquity, carrying back its annals to a distance which 
dwarfs the pretensions of modern European dynasties, we yet 
know almost nothing of its history.” The extent and resources 
of Japan, the revolution of 1868, the national characteristics of 
the country, and the progress made by its people in the direc- 
tion of civilisation, are then dealt with, and the tiny volume 
concludes with an urgent appeal on behalf of the missionary 
movement. 

A continuation of the Ornithological Notes made at Chefoo 
by R. Swinhoe, Esq., H.M.’s Consul, has been printed in 
Vel. V. of the Society’s Journal, in continuation of the first 
portion, which appeared in Vol. IV. They are extremely in- 
teresting, even to those not well informed in the technicalities of 


ornithology.

The Gazette notifies that the Queen has conferred the Albert Medal 
of the second class on Lieutenant the Honourable Francis Robert Sandi- 
lands, of the Audacious, flagship of the China Squadron. The follow- 
ing is an account of the services in respect of which the decoration has 
been conferred :—In latitude thirteen deg. forty-four min. N., longi- 
tude fifty-eight deg. twenty-nine min. E., at one o’clock a.m. of the Ist 
Jan., 1875, the ship being under steam, it being at the time dark, and 
the weather fine and clear, Frederick Cowd, ship’s corporal of the first 
class, fell overboard from the topgallant forecastle, and passed aft, ap- 
parently unable to help himself. Lieutenant the Honourable Francis 
Robert Sandilands, who had had the first watch, and was at the time 
on the bridge in conversation with the officer of the middle watch, im- 
mediately sprang after the drowning man, from a height of twenty- 
four feet, swam to him, and kept him above water. Owing to part of 
the slipping apparatus having been carried away, some delay was occa- 
sioned in getting the life-boat clear of the slings, but Lieutenant 
Sandilands never ceased his efforts to keep the man above water. Both 
were eventually picked up, the ship’s corporal being insensible, and 
dying soon after being got on board the ship. Lieutenant Sandilands 
was unable to reach the life-buoys which had been let go, and he sup- 
ported the man in the water from twelve to eighteen minutes, never 
quitting him until he was taken into the boat.

A motion has been made in the Admiralty Court for an interlocutory 
decree to be made in reference to operations carried on against pirates 
in the China Seas by Her Majesty’s ship Algerine. It appeared that in 
1869 Chinese officials complained of the depredations of a large num- 
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ber of pirates in an island about seventy miles from Hong Kong. 
Commander Grey, in the Algerine. proceeded against them, and on four 
occasions landed with the boatswain and about twelve men, destroying 
altogether twelve snake boats, with the arms and ammunition, and 
liberating two junks with several Chinese who had been captured. It 
was estimated that 220 pirates were engaged in resistance, but they 
were invariabiv driven back. although none were captured. Mr. Cohen, 
Q.C., moved the learned judge to receive the affidavits of Commander 
Grey and boatswain James Walker, and to make a decree certifying the 
number of pirates stated to have been proceeded against. The judge 
agreed with the prayer, and made the decree accordingly. 
Lieut.-General Sir Thomas M. Steele, K.C.B., will succeed the late 
Sir Hope Grant in the command of the Aldershot Division. Lieut.- 
General Steele obtained his commission as cornet in 1835. He 
served in the Eastern campaign of 1554-55 a3 military secretary to 
Lord Raglan and General Simpson. Sir Thomas has received the 
Ruasian war medal with four clasps, the Cross of the Lezion of Honour, 
the appointinent of Co:nnmander of the Second Class of St. Maurice and 
St. Lazarus, the Third Class of the Medjidie, and the Turkish medal. 


Captain H. A. Mackey, Royal Artillery, succeeds Captain Hood, 2nd 
Queen's, as brigade-major at Jamaica. Captain Mackey joined the 
army in 1859, and was promoted captain, 1871. Brevet-major W. L. Dal- 
rymple, 88th Regiment, will proceed out to Bermuda to take up the 
duties of brigade-inajor. Major Dalry:nple entered the army, 1863 ; 
became captain. 1871; and brevet-major, 1874. He served with dis- 
tinction in the Ashantee war. 

Sir John Forster Fitzgerald, G.C.B.. wh» will, it is stated, shortly re- 
ceive the biton of a field-marshal, is the “father” and senior general 
of the British army. He was born in 1756, obtained his first commis- 
gion in 1794, and served in the Peninsular Warand in India. Sir John 
is colonel of the 18th (the Royal Irish) Regiment, anid possesses the 
gold cross for Badajoz, Salamanca, Vittoria, and the Pyrenees. 

Captain William. Maloney, haif-pay late depot battalion, has been 
selected to till one of the vacancies among the Military Knights of 
Windsor. Captain Maloney served with the 60th Regiment through- 
out the Sutie} campaign of 1345-45, in the Burmese war of 1552-53, 
and in the Indian :uutiny cunpaign of 1553-59. 

The Distinzuished Service Reward of £150 per annum fer colonels 
of the Royal Marines, vacant by the promotion of Colunel W. S, Aslett | 
to the rank of major-general, has been conferred by the Admiralty on | 
Colonel Penrose Charles Penrose, C.B., Colonel Commandant Royal 
Marine Light Infantry at Plymouth. 

Major Moneriet?, F.R.S., has real a paper at the United Service In- 
atitutien on the suljject of harbour defence, in which he expressed his 
adherence to the principal of dispersion as compared with that of con- 
centration.

CHINA.—THE EMPEROR'S DEATH. 


(THE TIMES.) 

In a letter which we publish our correspondent at Shanghai 
describes the first impressions which the Emperor's decease has caused 
on the Chinese and on the foreign communities. His letter is dated 
January 27, and the death of Tung-Chi had been known as certain for 
only two or three days, although the Emperor had expired on the 12th. 
When the small-pox attacked him he was at once secluded even from 
those who are generally admitted to the anzust presence, and it would 
seem that in the capital itself it was long before the dangerous character 
of the illness and its fatal termination became known to the publie. In 
order to prevent those contests for the Throne which often break out 
over an Eastern Sovereign's death-bed, the practice is to conceal the 
death of the Ruler until the successor whom he has nominated, ur who 
finds favour with the Palace, has made his power secure. On the pre- 
gent occasion there had been mysterious rumours in Shanghai for some 
days, inspite of the official bulletins issued from Peking. The Em- 
peror continued in retirement, but signalised his happy convalescence 
by acts of grace conferring increased honours and emoluments 
upon members of the Imperial Family and officials about the 
Court. Our correspondent, when he mentioned these circum- 
stances in one of his former letters, added that there were rumours 
about the native town that all was merely a blind to conceal the 
real fact of the Emperor's demise. These rumours might or might not 
be true, for there was no certainty where the mysteries of Court 
life were concerned. The suspicions of the vulgar proved to be correct. 


' There had been a relapse, the Emperor was dead, but the flow of the 


Imperial bounty went on as before. At last, twelve days after the 
death was admitted, the official seals were changed from red to blue, 
and the nation knew that its Sovereign had passed away. At this mo- 
ment the whole Empire is engazed in the ostentatious display of grief 
with which ita master is honoured. The most treasured pigtails are 


cut off, beards go unshaven, while the vested rights of the barbers are 


compensated out of the Exchequer ; endless sacrifices are offered, ela- 
borate religious ceremonies are observed, and the Emperor's corpse is 
borne in state to its last resting-place, t» be mourned three months 
by the peuple and nearly three years by thse more intimately connected 
with him. 

The political significance of this event can hardly as yet be determined. 
It often happens in Asiatic as well a3 in European Monarchies that the 
change of the Sovereign is of leas account than the change of a Minia- 
ter. An Emperor might by a caprice in the selection of a favourite 
make a greater change in the character of his Government than he 
would cause by leaving the world altogether. Whether the real master or 
masters of China will remain the same as during the last fourteen years-- 
that is, since the death of the Emperor Hien-fung—we cannot say with 
certainty at present. But if the accounts of the succession be correct, 
the circumstances of the times are a repetition of those which marked 
the former epoch. The affairs of China were administered for years 
by a Regency, and again a Regency must be installed. for the 
Emperor is nuw, as then, a child. The effect of the late Emperor's 
death is to put an end for the present to the experiment of a ruler of 
full age governing independently in face of the whole civilised world, 
represented by the envoys of its principal States. There will now be 
no Emperor from whom to extort a ceremonious audience, or to whom 
to appeal for redress from Minister, or Governor, or General. It was 
quite possible that if the late Emperor had lived, his personal disposi- 
tion might have affected the great political question of his Empire— 
the intercourse with foreigners and the entrance into new paths of 
civilisation. We know little or nothing about him; whether he was 
clever or stupid, whether he had a fund of energy or was a purposeless 
imbecile, are hidden for ever in the tomb. But he was young, and we 
remember that youthful Sovereigns often delight to abandon the 
policy uf their predecessors. Within a wide range of State usage he 
was all powerful, if he chose to emancipate himself from the tutelage 
of his minority. He might have given a strong impulse to the inter- 
course With foreign nations, and dissipated in a few years some of the 
most settled traditions of the Peking Government. Or he might have 
become a reactionary, and brought his Empire into collision with the 
energetic races of the West which are now crowding at its gates. 

All policy based on the existence of an actually reigning Emperor 
must now be suspended, for we have only the prospect of another Re- 
gency. Who shall exercise the chief power will probably be decided by 
palace intrigue, if not by more violent means. The British Legation 
can exercise no direct influence in the selection of this temporary rulerq 
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but he should be made to understand from the first that no restriction 
of the rights of foreigners as guaranteed by Treaty will be permitted. 
It happens that at this moment the Queen's Government has to enquire 
seriously into an event which has occurred on Chinese territory. Mr. 
Disraeli atated on Tuesday in the House of Commons that instructions 
had been sent to Mr. Wade, Her Majesty’s Minister at Peking, to call 
upon the Chinese Government to make a strict investigation into the 
circumstances connected with the death of Mr. Margary. It is possible 
that the Peking Government will be able to prove itself blameless in 
the matter, and to convince the British Minister that the murder was 
committed in a district and by persons beyond its control. This is 
the more probable as Mr. Margary had undoubtedly just passed 
through China from the sea-coast to the frontier in safety. But the 
hear of the Japanese Expedition to Formosa may be remembered. 

here, as probably in this case, the outrages of which Japan com- 

lained were committed by barbarians only nominally subjects of 
Ehina ; but Peking claimed them for subjects, and in tho end recog- 
nised the logical consequence that it was responsible for crimes they 
had perpetrated. If the news of this murder spread through China 
without the sequel that reparation has been demanded and made, 
those hostile to the foreigner will be able to record a success very pre- 
judicial to a good understanding between Europeans and the new 
Government. 


THE FAILURE OF J. C. IM THURN AND CO. 


(THE TIMES.) 

The heavy mercantile failure which it has been our painful duty to 
record furnishes another memorable instance, to find a parallel for which 
we have to go some ten years back, of a collapse arising mainly from the 
radically vicious system of granting blank credits. It appears that no 
longer ago than six months the late firm of J. C.im Thurn and Co. pos- 
seased a capital of about £700,000, having its name under acceptance 
for the enormous sum of about five millions sterling, and we believe that 
paak Se ai were granted to persons in all quarters of the world, Aus- 
tralia alone excepted. Apart from this credit business the firm was 
largely interested in several speculative enterprises, in which it si 
understood about one-third of the capital has been lost. On the first 
signs of the credit of the house being in the slightest degree impaired 
by the extent of its liabilities getting wind, resolute efforts 
were at once made to reduce them; but such is the perfection 
of the machinery of freemasonry among bankers, aided as they 
are in these times by the telegraph, that all was of no avail. Three 
Millions of direct liabilities were disposed of in a short time, and 
yet a houxe of thirty years’ standing, with an acknowledged reputa- 
tion in the mercantile world, found it impossible to stem an oppo sition 
which had gathered in such unprecedented force against the name in 
the discount market that apparently the greater the exertions the more 
hopeless did the task become of meeting the liabilities as they fell due. 
An impression prevails that the losses will fall more heavily abroad 
than here, and it appears that the difficulties to be encountered 
latterly were due in no small degree to distrust having spread 
on the Continent to such an extent that bills which should have 
been remitted some days before the maturity of the acceptances 
they were intended to cover were purposely not forwarded, thus 
leaving the firm to meet its own acceptance—a precaution taken 
by the remitters for obvious reasons. Such a circumstance, how- 
ever, shows the danger of these open credits, and may well act as a 
warning to others, of whom it is to be feared there are many, with 
similar engagements resting merely upon the good faith of foreigners, 
of whose distant operations too little is known until the truth comes 
to light, as is often the case, that the assistance was applied for because 
it could not be obtained on the spot, and then helped but to prop up 
for a short time a position already unsound. It is thought that the 
gross liabilities may amount to four millions, of which, however, not 
more than three-fourths will rank against the estate. The very ex- 
tensive business transactions of the firm in every part of the world 
will render it an arduous task to complete a balance-sheet.

With regard to the failure of Messrs. J.C. im Thurn and Co., it ig 
now stated that the liabilities greatly exceed the £2,000,000 at ‘which 
they were at first estimated, and that they are more likely to prove 
double that amount. It is asserted that for some time past the firm 
has been largely speculating in Swedish pig-iron for the English and 
Belgian markets, and the decline in the value of that metal has had 
much to do in bringing about the failure. Their connection with some 
iron mines near Drammen in Norway is also talked of as having proved 
at one time very expensive and unremunerative, whilst they were also 
connected with a large tract of forest land from which so far but little 
timber has been obtained, owing to the difficulty of getting it down to 
the seaboard.

It has transpired that the firm transacted business in nearly every 
important market of the world. With India and South America their 
transactions in Manchester goods were on a very large scale, the extent 
of their business being at once apparent when it is stated that their 
acceptances amounted not very long ago to about £5,000,000 sterling. 
Latterly, however, their liabilities have been much reduced, but they 
are still estimated at £2,000,000 to £2,500,000. The firm has been 
reported as being in difficulties for some few months past, and 
the loss of credit they have sustained in consequence has prevented 
them obtaining a renewal of their bills. A large amount of capital ia 
locked up in the firm, and at present no information can be afforded 
as to the prospects of the liquidation of the estate. The Manchester 
Guardian says Mr. Thurn, is in the South of France, suffering from 
illness brought on by the magnitude of his business and the difficulties 
which have lately surrounded it, and adds—“ This is the largest’failure 
recorded since the panic of 1866, and were it not for the fact that trade 
is aoe idea? se llaeerie limits, and that no inflation of prices 
exists, serious results might be anticipated. As it is, many firm:

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MARINE PREMIUMS. 


(LIVERPOOL JOURNAL OF COMMERCE.) 

One of Lloyd's correspondents, who has evidently paid much atten- 
tion to the subject, has sent for publication a few comparisons between 
current rates of premium and the actual results to underwriters of the 
risks to which they attach. He says :— 

First of all inimportance to underwriters must of necessity ba the 
results of the Suez Canal, which has just completed the fifth year of its 
existence, so that we are enabled to sum up all the losses and casualties 
that have taken place upon this route to the East during a space of four 
and a half years. We have divided these into four heads—China, Cal- 
cutta, Bombay, and steamers to and from the rice ports, Java, Ceylon, 
and the Malabar and Coromandel coasts. Voyagesto and from Manila 
and the Persian Gulf may be considered separately. Each one of the 
above four headings presents us with a los3, 89 far as regards an even 
line, upon every steamer sailing thereto or therefrom, at the current 
rates of premium at which they have been insured. It is of course 
possible that this may have been rectified in many individual instances, 
either by limiting insurances to cargoes by vessels of those ownera who 
have never sustained a loss, or by giving a great preference in point of 
line to some owners over others. This only goes to prove that there 
is but a portion of the trade that is worth touching, and unless we are 
acquainted with its general results we shall be at a loss how to estimate 
the increase or diminution of rate that may justifiably be made to meet 
special cases. 

The first point that strikes one, under each head but that of Bombay, 
is the enormous differenc3 in result between the outward and home- 
ward voyages. Thus of steamers carrying general cargoes out to Cal- 
cutta there have been but two lost, the Delaware (s.) in 1871, and the 
Dhoolia (3.) in 1873 ; while six have been lost upon the return voyage, 
the Aral (s.) in 1872, and the Azalea (s.), Agra (s.), Woosung (8.), 
Arcturus (s.), and Queen Elizabeth (s.) in 1873. The whole number of 
voyages out has been 298, and home 274. Thus allowing 20 per cent. 
for brokerage, discount and expenses, and setting aside say £50 upon 
the line of £100 to meet the claims arising out of the minor accidents 
which befell about a dozen of the other voyages each way, we find that 
while a premium of 253. would have left a profit of 15 per cent. ona 
line of £100 by each steamer, it would have taken no less than 80s 
per cent. to have brought about a like result upon the homeward pas- 
sage, the interest in each case being presumed to be such as would 
either be free from, or not liable to, particular average. 

And when we add to this estimate the greatly increased value of the 
homeward cargo, and the practical impossibility of regulating lines 
upon this voyage, and the fact of the average premium on intereat free 
of average having been throughout the four and a-half years in question 
less than one-third of the above rate, we shall see at onc2 at whata 
ruinous loss to underwriters this business has been carried on. We 
must also note the loss in 1873 of the steamer Calcutta, which does 
not appear in the above calculation, as at the moment when she was 
run down in the Hooghly she had on board an inward cargo of rice 
from Sonapore. In above estimate also the steamers belonging to 

Messrs. Green, of Blackwall, and Messrs. G. Smith and Sons, of Glas- 
gow, have not been included, as underwriters have always given them 
@ preference in point of premium. These have made altogether forty- 
seven successful voyages within the four and a-half yeara. 

In like manner, of the steamer sailing out tv China, one has been 
lost, the Don (s.) in 1870, four bave met with serious accidents, and 
about ten with lesser ones upon a number of voyages amounting in all 
to 201. Homewarda, however, we have no less than five losses and 
two accidents of animportant kind (with five smaller ones) on 174 
voyages. While, therefore, a premium of 303. outward would have 
paid well, it would have taken nearly £5 per cent. to have left a fair 
profit homewards, and that without taking at all into consideration the 
values of silk and tea cargoes. The five losses homeward were the 
Parnassus (str.) in 1372, the Drummond Castle (str.), Singapore 
(str.), and Canton (str.) in 1873, and the Gordon Castle (str.) in 1874. 
In the above calculation Messrs. Holt’s steamers have not been 
taken into account, as underwriters have from the first given them a 
preference in point of premium over all others, except those of the P. 
and QO. Company, a preference fully justified by the successful issue of 
no less than ninety-six voyages within the four-and-a-half years. To and 
from Manila the lire of Spanish steamers have mide fifteen voyages out 
and home within the same time, but of these, one was temporarily sunk 
at Liverpool, through collision in 1372, and a second has still to face 
an allegation of liatility for the loss of the Wyberton (s.). If we also 
class together all voyages to and from the rice ports, Java, Ceylon, and 
the Malabar and Coromandel coasts, we find that, out of a little under 
100 voyages outwards, one presents us with a total loss, viz., that of 
the Wyberton (s.) in 1874, and of about 149 voyages home, we have 
the two losses in 1373 and 1874, of the Arracan (s.) and Tenasserin (s.). 
This head, therefore, at the current rates, inas much in the rear as the 
others. 

Again, from the Persian Gulf and Kurrachee, we have the loss of 
the Ispahan and the Isais in 1871 and 1870, coming against a number 
of voyages materially under fifty either way. Neither dues the more 
fortunate head of Bombay really do much to relieve the dismal picture, 
as we have the two losses outwarda in 1871 and 1873 of the Breadal- 
bane and Collingwood, against 249 voyages, and of the John Dryden (s.) 
homewards in 1870 upon 320 homeward voyages. Tae lighter cargoes 
of cotton seem thus a favourable element in comparison with those 
from some other places. 

We hope, however, enough has been sail to show that while 25s, and 
303. would have been a barely remunerative rate to Bombay and Cal- 
cutta, free of average, by the ordinary run of steamers, and 30s. to 
353. to the lower and upper ports of China, all the homeward risks, 
with the single exception of Bombay, have been perfectly ruinous. In 
addition to the considerations of value, and of the impossibility of se- 
lecting particular steamers, there would seem to be a much greater risk 
and difficulty in making the Red Sea from the Indian Ocean than in 
a from it, as so many losses have taken place in this neighbonr- 

ood. 
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HER MAJESTY’S GOVERNMENT AND THE 
MURDER OF MR. MARGARY. 

WE must own to some disappointment at the answer of 
Mr. DISRAELI(which will be found in another column) to t1¢ 
question put to him on this subject in the House of Com- 
mons, an answer which is fraught with serious danger to 
our national prestige in the East, and which is certainly not 
after the manner and principle of Civis Britunnicus sum. 
How different would have been Lord PALMERSTON'S reply 
to a similar question, had he been in Mr. DISRAELI'S posi- 
tion! Her Masesty’s Minister at Peking has been in- 
structed “to call upon the Chinese Government to make 
“a strict investigation into the circumstances connected 
“with this deplorable affair.” Now we all know what 
that means; a number of grandiloquent despatches will 
be written and proclamations issued, and after that has 
been going on for a year or more, if the Chinese still find 
that the matter is not allowed to drop, some poor wretched 
coolies will be sacrificed to appease the clamour of the 
barbarians. Until Mr. WADE’s report (based, of course, 
i what the Chinese choose to tell him) be received, 

er MAJESEY’S Government, we are told, cannot decide 
upon the proper steps to be taken in the matter, and yet 
Mr. DISRAELI admits that “the unhappy event occurred 
“in a district within the boundaries of the Chinese Em- 
“ pire.” A British Consular officer, when in the execution 
of his duty, and holding special safe conducts from the 
Imperial Government at Peking, has been foully murdered 
in Chinese territory by a body of men acting, there can be 
no doubt, under instructions from official superiors, and 
Her MAJeEsty’s Government cannot decide upon the proper 
course to be pursued without asking the Chinese for their 
view of the matter. But that we have Mr. DISRAELI’s 
word for it, the whole thing would appear incredible. 

We publish in another column a letter from Mr. Mar- 
GARY to his father, Major-General MARGARY, to which a 
melancholy interest will now attach, and in which he de- 
scribes his movements after reaching Momein, on the Yun- 
nan frontier, and also after entering the Shan States. Read 
by the light of later events, Mr. MarGary’s confidence in 
his own safety is very touching. I am protected, he says, 
by the Chinese Government, and so have nothing to fear! 
At Manwynne, in the territory of Nan Tien, where the lat- 
ter ek of the letter was written, Mr. MARGARY unfortu- 
nately came across that unmitigated scoundrel, Li HsIEH 
Tal, who attacked our last exploring expedition, and to 
whose dastardly machinations it is much to be feared that 
this gallant young officer owes his untimely end. This pre- 
cious rascal, formerly a brigand, “‘ has been rewarded lately 
“‘ for his services against the rebels with a military com- 
‘‘ mand over all this country,” and, therefore, according to 
all Chinese law and practice, he is undoubtedly responsible 
for poor Mr. MarGary’s death Mr. WADE must not 
forget this, and he must not rest until this man has been 
brought in irons to Peking and examined with all the usual 
Chinese formalities in his presence ; then, perhaps, there 
will be some chance of getting to the bottom of this black 
business. Unluckily, as we have said, poor Mr. MARGARY 
met with this scoundrel, and still more unluckily he forgot 
the old saying, lutet anguis in herbé, though if he had been 
on hie guard, it is difficult to see what he could have done 
to prevent the final catastrophe. He got on quite familiar 
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terms with Li HsiEH Tal, who prostrated himself and 
paid him the highest honours, laughing, no doubt, in his 
sleeve, at the innocence of the unsuspecting young fo- 
reigner. Li assembled some of the principal inhabitante 
of Manwynne and the chieftains of the savages, and 
introduced Mr. MArRGARY to them, saying that he had 
come protected by an Imperial Edict, and that they 
had better take care of him. How sadly this part of 
the letter reads, for we cannot but suspect that that 
very interview may have been devised to exhibit the 
victim to his murderers. Mr. DISRAELI might well say 
that Mr. MARGARY was “a young man who had given 
the greatest promise of ability ;” we venture to go fur- 
ther, and to add that he had already clearly proved his 
ability. Atan unprecedentedly early stage in his career 
he had temporarily filled, with credit to himself, the highest 
interpretorial post in the Consular Service ; he was uni- 
versally liked and respected both in and outside of the 
Consular Service; and as to his personal bravery and 
gallantry, had he not received the decoration of the Albert 
Medal of the first class, as well as the medal of the Royal 
Humane Society for his conduct in that awful typhoon on 
the coast of Formosa? And if anything were still want- 
ing to confirm our estimate of Mr. MARGARY'S character 
and ability, is not his own unaffected and modest record 
of his progress through such a country, and under such 
difficulties as he had to encounter, amply sufficient to prove 
the sterling qualities which he possessed ? To allow the 
murder of such a man under such circumstances to pass 
unavenged on the authors of the foul deed would be a 
scandal to civilisation, and would leave an indelible blot 
upon the honour of Great Britain. 








COURTS OF ENQUIRY AT HOME AND ABROAD. 
As illustrative of the correctness of the views which we 
expressed with reference to the Court of Enquiry at Hong 


Kong into the loss of the Mongol, having refrained from 


expressing any opinion as to the conduct of the late cap- 


tain and chief .officer, on account of their having unfor- 


tunately lost their lives in the disaster, we may point to 
the finding which has just been given with respect to the 
loss of the steamer La Plata, where the whole conduct of 
the late captain is passed under review, and the clearest 
and most definite opinion expressed as to the action which 
he adopted. We do not enter into any discussion of this 
finding as a whole, as our object is merely to bring the case 
forward as a strong practical illustration of the most un- 
fortunate blunder into which the Hong Kong Court of En- 
quiry has fallen. Wecannot but look upon it as another 
among the too numerous illustrations repeatedly occurring 
of the exaggerated importance which is too frequently at- 
tached in that Colony to private and social considerations 
over those of a public character; and the action of the 
Court of Enquiry here into the loss of the La Pluta, as com- 
pared with that of the Hong Kong Court into the wreck 
of the Mongol, marks with tolerable accuracy the difference 
of feeling among people at home as compared with those in 
China in respect to such matters. There can be no doubt 
in the mind of any right thinking person of the paramount 
importance, upon public grounds, of a definite opinion being 
expressed upon a loss of so unprecedented a character as that 
of the steamer Mongol, and we sincerely trust that means may 
yet be discovered to prevent so serious an omission as that 
such a disaster should take place, and no opinion of an offi- 
cial nature beexpressed as to the conduct of those responsible 
for the occurrence. There can be no doubt that the case 
was only another illustration of the lamentable recklessness 
which has of late years become the characteristic of steam 
navigation generally, and has been especially conspicuous 
in the steamers running via the Suez Canal and on the 
coast of China. It may perhaps seem in one point of view 
extremely severe to make the fact that a man lost his own 
life in a painful disaster of the kind a ground for more 
serious comment upon his action than would otherwise be 
made, but it is impossible to deny that such is the plain 
common-sense view of the subject. It is very ordinarily 
thought that the best security that can exist for the pra- 
dence of a man in a responsible position is the fact that if 
he be guilty of error or neglect he will have to pay for his 
shortcomings with his own life. Everyone, for example, 18 
satisfied that the extremely responsible duties of a locomo- 
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tive engine-driver will be performed with the utmost vigi- 
lance and care, as, in the event of an accident, the first man to 
be killed is,in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, the engine- 
driver himself. But experience proves that the passion of 
emulation is so strong that even the care which a man has 
of his own life and of the lives of those nearest and dearest 
to him is not sufficient to form a security against his run- 
ning into unnecessary peril for the sake of distancing a 
rival. There can be no doubt that the cause of nine- 
tenths of the disasters which have of late years taken 
place has been nothing else than the desire to make quick 
passages, and those acquainted with the facts connected with 
the loss of the Afongol can hardly doubt that this lamentable 
catastrophe was due to the sumecause. We can only hope 
that the Board of Trade may find some means of still obtain- 
ing a decision upon this matter, and that it may either send 
back the so-called “finding” as incomplete—and in fact 
no finding at all—or may itself be able to give public 
expression to some definite opinion, and so prevent the 
idea gaining currency that, under any circumstances, a 
want of due care by a shipmaster of the lives and pro- 
perty committed to his charge will escape the censure 
which they deserve and which is necessary as a protection 
to the public. 


THE CHINESE NAVAL RESERVE. 

THE China Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company 
probably owes its first origin toa memorial from TING SIH- 
CHANG, Governor of Kiangsu, who in 1869 suggested that 
the steamers which were then being built at the Govern- 
ment Dockyards should be utilised for the transpor*. of 
rice to Tientsin, and that foreign steamers and ships should 
be chartered for the same purpose. In course of time this 
suggestion, revived and developed, no doubt, by Lt Hune- 
CHANG, for special reasons of his own, bore fruit in the for- 
mation of this company, which the Government—to quote 
the words of Mr. Consul MonGan’s Report on the Trade of 
Tientsin in 1872—“ liberally sudsidised by agreeing to 
“ pay a rate of freight for the conveyance of the grain much 
“ higher than the average rate charged in the open market.” 
High Mandarins, too, took shares in the undertaking, which 
was strictly confined to Chinese, foreigners not being al- 
lowed to be shareholders. This fact, as well as the general 
tenor of the company’s prospectus, very sufficiently points 
to the strong official influence at its back. The company 
has now been working between two and three years, and 
has extended its operations to all the coast ports as well as 
to those on the Yang-tsze. How far it has paid, commer- 
cially speaking, we cannot say, but on the Ningpo line Mr. 
Consul ALABASTER considers that it has not been a suc- 
cess, for the vessels employed were “ old, worn-out, and un- 
suitable ;” still it was seemingly doing the work for which 
it was intended, “the chief avowed object of the Viceroy 
“of Chihli (Lt HuNG-CHANG) in establishing it having 
“‘ been the diminution of foreign influence and interest on 
“* the coast.” 

But, if the information of the North China Herald is to 
be relied upon, the China Merchants’ S.N. Company is 
now about to enter upon a new phase of its existence, and 
a scheme for a Chinese Naval Reserve is being arranged in 
connection with it. This expression would at first sight 
appear to indicate a patriotic desire on the part of the 
Chinese Government to encourage the junk-building trade, 
but we need not say that this is not the case, for China is 
going in for a ‘“‘ Steam Reserve "—of a certain sort. The 
scheme is not a very complicated one, and certainly pro- 
mises to be most advantageous to the China Merchants’ 
S.N. Company, for its fleet will be materially increased by 
the transaction. The whole affair is, of course, based upon 
a squeeze, which, we are bound to say, has the merit of 
being ingeniously applied. It is intended, we are told, 
that each of the larger provinces shall furnish two steamers 
and the smaller provinces one, to be added to the fleet of 
the company and used by it while the country is at peace, 
but to be at the service of the Government on the out- 
break of war. The number of additional steamers thus 
raised is to be twenty-eight, and, as if to prove that the mat- 
ter is seriously taken up, the province of Hupei is said to 
have telegraphed to England to have a steamer built 
at a cost of fifty-six thousand taels. Unless, how- 
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ever, the other provinces are willing to go to a 
a figure, we fear that the Chinese Naval Reserve 
will not be ot much use from a warlike point of view, and 
that the vessels forming it will have to give even the 
Japanese ironclads a very wide berth indeed. Viewed 
from a commercial standpoint, “this prospective enlarge- 
ment of the C. M.S. N. Company’s fleet is,” as our con- 
temporary rightly remarks, ‘“‘a menace to foreign steam- 
shipping interests in China ;” and if the arrangement be 
carried out in its integrity, the British and American 
carrying trade will ere long be extinguished in the China 
seas, for it is hard to see how foreigners are to contend 
against a company which is not only heavily subsidised, 
but has its steamers found for it to boot. We may, how- 
ever, take heart of grace, for, after all said and done, this 
novel scheme is still, in embryo, and will probably never 
get much further, even though Li HunG-CHANG, “the 
prime mover in all matters of this nature,” is its staunch 
supporter, and has procured for it Imperial countenance 
and approval Meanwhile this odd scheme and Li Hunc. 
CHANGS connection with it will give us a faint idea of the 
policy he may be expected to initiate if it be true that he 
has stepped into the Prince of Kuno’s old position at 
Peking. 
FOREIGN CUSTOMS TRADE REPORTS IN CHINA 
WITH laudable emulation of H.M. Consuls in China, the 
Commissioners of H.I.M. Customs continue to issue Reports 
on Trade at the Treaty Ports, so that a “ Yellow-book” ap- 
pears annually part passu with the British “ Blue-book.” 
We have before us a copy of the one published for the year 
1873 at Shanghai, by the Imperial Maritime Customs 
Statistical Department, which is not only an improvement 
on its predecessors, but will compare favourably in arrange- 
ment and typography with those issued by H.M. printers. 
Moreover, the subject matter, and comments thereon, are 
so couched in a clear and practical manner, that in some 
instances they bear the palm over their rival’s returns. Be 
that as it may, these double reports on trade in China are 
of great value to the merchants, bankers, and others con- 
nected with the commerce of-that country. 
Like the first issue of the Consular Reports, this volume 
omits the returns for Shanghai, besides Hankow and Can- 
ton, which we fresume will appear in another Yellow-book. 
Meanwhile we shall take a cursory glance at its pages, and 
as these number a hundred and forty-nine of closely printed 
matter, our remarks must be brief, and confined to a few - 
only of the Treaty Ports. First on the list is Newchwang, 
by Mr. Commissioner MAN, who judiciously extends his 
observations beyond the statistics of imports and exports 
to the lawless condition of the neighbouring country, which 
materially affects the state of legitimate trade. Freed from 
the evils of a nomad banditti, with posts of military 
“ established in the hamlets lying amidst the disturbed 
districts,” he looks forward to better security for person 
and property among the traders visiting the port. He 
further states: “‘That the country is sound as a market, 
“and that its capacity for consumption has not been 
‘‘ gauged, will be doubted by no one who has travelled 
“ along its highways and wandered into the bazaars of its 
“towns. Without claiming for Manchuria that high place 
“as a consumer believed so near at hand for it by Mr. 
“‘ MEADOWS, or noticing the, at best, uncertain prospect 
“of the kingdom of Korea demanding any large quantity 
“ of imports, I yet hold, with the lamented official who 
“first planted the foreign flag on these shores, that 
“we are justified in looking upon the present deve- 
“lopment as but an instalment of the commercial 
“value of this gateway for Western products.” Mr. 
Commissioner Brown, of Chefoo, has a much less hope- 
ful report to make of that port than his more northern 
colleague. He begins by stating that “the intense com- 
“ petition in trade, arising from the desire to accumulate 
“wealth in the shortest possible space of time, made 
‘“‘ foreign merchants during former years, but more especi- 
“ ally in 1871 and 1872, enter into stupendous transactions, 
‘“‘which necessarily brought on bitter disenchantments. 
“ The end of 1872 and the commencement of 1873 pre- 
“sented the aspect of glutted markets at home and 
‘abroad; in consequence, no demand, and general stag- 
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“nation of trade.” The result in the Customs collections 
was a decrease of one-fifth in a total of Taels 277,452. 
Passing the more southern ports on the mainland we 
come to those from Tamsui and Takow, in the Island of 
Formosa. Although, of course, these reports contain no- 
thing concerning the Japanese invasion of the island 
during 1874, nevertheless they present much that 1s new 
and interesting.

THE COMMERCIAL PROSPECTS OF JAPAN. 
THE commercial prospects of Japan do not appear very 
bright at present, and unless the Government of the MIKADO | 
speedily bestirs itself, and awakens to a full sense of its re- 
sponsibilities in this respect and to the necessity of taking 
prompt measures for the development of the material re- 
sources of the country, there does not seem to be much 
chance of any improvement in the immediate future. Re- 
forms, it is true, have of late years been proceeding with 
yen strides in Japan, but much of the energy which has 
een displayed has, we fear, been misdirected, and the true 
commercial interests of the Empire have not met with due 
attention at the hands of the powers that be. Sir Harry 
S. PARKES makes some allusion to this subject in a note 
. which, in accordance with his annual practice, he addressed 
last September to the Japanese Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
when forwarding copies of the Consular Reports and Re- 
turns of Trade for 1873. He expresses his regret that 
these returns compare unfavourably with those for the pre- 
vious year, and having specially called attention to the 
serious falling off in the export trade, he reminds the Mi- 
nister that the wealth of a country consists in its power of 
production, and consequently that its exports furnish an 
important test ofits prosperity. It is unfortunate, he pro- 
eeeds to say, that the exports of Japan should be mainly 
confined to tea and silk, as she has to compete in these 
products with the larger field of China; that the export of 
rice, the principal production of Japan, should be prohibi- 
ted, as this causes large tracts of land to remain untilled; 
and that the mineral resources of Japan, which are reputed 
to be large, should remain undeveloped. It isto be hoped 
that these hints of Her MaJEstTy’s Minister may meet with 
greater attention than the good advice which he tendered 
in the previous year; for, as he truly remarks in his General 
Report to the Earl of Dery, the prosperity of Japan may 
be said to depend upon her abilities to increase the supply 
of those productions which are fitted for a foreign market. 
This is the more especially the case as she has “ no accumn- 
‘“‘ lated wealth or capital, and pays for her imports with 
“the crops of the year.” The main products which she | 


develop the industry of their country instead of foolishly 
fettering it and stunting its growth If, however, they 
can be brought to see the errors of their old prohibitive 
policy, and, adopting the sound, practical advice which they 
have received, set themselves to work to carry it out, there 
is one matter to which they must pay particular attention ; 
they must improve, and that without delay, the means of 
communication throughout the Empire. Scantily provided 
as Japan is with navigable rivers, and pack-horses and coo- 
lies forming the only means of transport which the country 
possesses, it is of the utmost possible importance for the. 
development of the uaa! resources of the interior 
that good roads should be constructed. As matters now 
stand in this respect, “it is remarkable to notice,” as Sir 
HARRY PARKES points out to the Japanese Foreign-office, 
“that, owing to the want of good communications, the 
“ price of rice is sometimes twice as high on one coast of 
« Japan as it is on another.” Surely such an argument as 
this should be sufficient to convince the Japanese of the 
absolute necessity of making roads suited to wheeled 
vehicles. If they will only do so, and carry them 
through the cultivated and populous districts of the 
Empire, they will soon find that they will tpso facto 
increase materially the productive power of the country. 

There is one more obstacle to the growth of commerce 

in Japan, viz., the disposition of the Japanese to indulge 

in speculation and—to quote Sir HARRY PARKES'S words— 
the strong inclination which prevails among officials and 

traders to run all commerce into the mould of guilds and 

monopolies. The Japanese merchant must be left to him- 
self, to act freely and independently, for the Government 
may rest assured that the Empire will never be really 
prosperous “ until the nascent commerce of the country

THE TEA SEASON 1875-76. 


In giving our views as to operations in the leaf for 1875-76 
we must impress upon operators the necessity of accepting 
and realising the altered stateof the China trade, for it would seem 
that the merchants have been the last to adapt themselves to 
the great changes that hive taken place, and have continued the 
past few seasons to buy tea at prives far beyond its value. The 
agitation on the weight note question will not tend to better the 
position, the action of the so-called “ Liverpool clique” having, 
no doubt, ulterior objects in view, viz., to control the buying 
power of the other dealers, some of whom, it would seem, begin 
to realise this, and have, consequently, withdrawn from the 
“strike.” The season is now-a-days finished in six mouths, 
and if such is to be the case in future, to avoid loss (profits in 
tea are now quite a phenomena) it is imperative that merchants 
should revise the scale of prices at which teas in China have 
been bought the last few seasons, and not operate except at 
taels 10 per picul, or, say, 6d. to 7d. per lb. reduction for fine and 
finest, and 3d. to 4d. per Ib. for second quality, and even at such 
reductions we question (with the enormous increase in the pro- 
duction from China and India—1380,000,000 Ibs. season 1874-75 !) 
if more than a commission would rezult. It is quite certain the 
Chinese, owing to the enormous profits (on first crop teas rang- 
ing from ten to twenty taels per picul), are taeely extending 
the cultivation of the leaf, and doubtless during season 1875-76 
the receipts of first crop leaf will be in excess of any former 
period, especially from districts where the so-called Kiukiang 
teas are produced.

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THE JOURNEY OF THE LATE MR. MARGARY. 


The following letter, which has now a melancholy interest, 
has been received by General Margary. It was addemad by 
Mr. Margary to his father and mother, and dated from Teug 
Yuen Chow, January 5, 1875 :— 


Here I am at the very end of China, and in the goal I sought. But 
Iam going further. I had not arrived half-an-hour the night before 
last when a packet was put into my hands, from the Political Agent at 
Bhamo, announcing that the Expedition was not yet started, and I 
was to join it at Bhamy if possible soon after January 1. As there are 
seven stages between, and a savage territory, I was obliged to well con- 
sider my plans, and it was 3 a.M. of the same night before I had re- 
solved, written, sealed, directed, and prepared my messenger. The 
latter, after receiving my instructions, had three hours’ nap and called 
me ut four to receive my final blessing ere he started off with my 
packet. For I determined tu see him depart with my own eyes—and 
I was asleep again in five minutes, Yesterday I arranged business with 
the mandarins, to-day I write letters and engage baggage animals, and 
to-morrow I start again for the savage borders four stages off, to await 
my return messenger. If, as I hope, they have not started from that end, 
I go on ; if otherwise, I drop back to await their arrival at the conjunc- 
tion point of the three main routes, for the Expedition are to follow a 
wide détour. I suppose they wish t> survey a railway route. This lat- 
ter will, I hope, go rié Burmah, and outstrip the last three I sent you, 
from Yun-nan, Ta-Li, and Yung-Chang, on November 29, December 18 
and 29, which will drag their slow length along over many broad pro- 
vinces before they reach the mail steamer at Shanghai. I am at the 
ancient city of Momein or Teug-Yuen-Chow. Itisin ruins. For only 
last year this remaining stronghold of the Mohammedan rebels became 
ascene of slaughter, and by falling into Imperial hands again put an 
end to the fifteen years’ kingdom of Tu-Wen Hsin. I visited the Tar- 
tar General at Ta-li-fu, in the palace of this late worthy and much-to- 
be-respected rebel. I have no time, Iam sorry to say, for a good long 
letter, but it is a great comfort to be able to gladden your anxious 
hearts with even a scrap from these buried wilds, and to be able to avail 
myself of the short cut through Burmah. You have done the same 
for me with three delightful letters, which reached me in a large packet 
trom Hankowalmost immediately after the one from Bhamo. Dates July

of the Army paid me along visit and brought his little boy with him. It 
is customary In China to give presents to children in such cases, and as 
Tam all but cleared out of everything, I was obliged to give the little 
fellow a pair of tortoise-shell sleeve-links, which seemed to delight him 
much. I like these military men. They are devoid of that stuck-up 
pride of the literary Mandarins. I called on the General yesterday, and 
had a very civil reception. His name is Chiang, and he is much famed 
for a daring military feat which brought about the fall of Ta-li-fu. I 
was very curious to see the intrepid man who scaled the rocky heights 
behind the great city and dropped down in its rear. He hasa calm, 
sphinx-like countenance and a charming smile. Yet this man slew 
thousands of Mohammedans on that day without quarter. It was his 
birthday, and he was giving a fete to the people. A sing-song was pro- 
gressing in front of the audience dais, and I had my interview in the 
presence of 200 or 800 citizens who thronged the court-yard. 
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Territory of Nan-Tien, Jan. 11, Town of 
Manwynne. 
I have travelled four stages further since I wrote the first sheet 
through a b2autiful valley inhabited by a people called Pa-yi, who are 
@ mixture of Chinese settled here 500 yeara ago and the Shans or Lao- 
tions, who cover the whole country between Burmah, Siam, Cambo:lia, 
and China. Their dress and habits affurded me iutense interest and 
curiosity. Divided into little Principalities, three of which we have 
visited on uur way, they are governed by. native chiefs, under Chinese 
supervision. In every case I have, of courae, be2n the guest of the 
chief, and, owing to their sociable dispositions, enjoyed a good deal of 
intimacy with their families. The women are not shy, like the Chinese, 
nor fear tv talk with a stranger. Their dress is marvellous. I could 
not ksep my eyes off the strange, picturesque figures that met me at 
every turn. The marvel consists mainly in their turbans, which out- 
rival the busby of a Grenadier. They rise ia concentric folds, back- 
wards from the forehead, and attain a diameter of fully a fout at the 
same height above the head. The head can bs seen in the 
hollow behind, where. large silver buttons attach the hair, 
which is plaited into folds. A neat little dark blue jacket, 
fastenei at the throat with a broad silver buckle, and short petti- 
coats, tightly folded to the figure, of the samme dark material and 
telieved by a phylactery of red, blue, white, and embrvidered panels, 
give them a neat, homely look. They wear also embroidered shoes, 
and wrap their ankles and shins in blue embroidered cloth. I spent a 
whole afternoon surrounded by the male members of the family. 
They examined all my things, and I learned a goo:d many sentences of 
their language, which they wrote down for me. They write, like us, 
from left to right, and the characters have almost a Roman look. The 
mea are light, active, well-made fellows. They wear blue cloth round 
their shins, and expose the knee in a fashion which at a little distance 
looks uncommouly like the Highland dress. Sometimes dressed in 
pure white, with a red girdle, covered with a straw hat like a Leghorn, 
ani carrying a long sword in the belt, they enliven the road with their 
picturesque attire. 
The earrings of the women are made of silver in profuse variety, 
and other ornaments of silver adorn both sexes. 
January 12.—I aa still waiting my messenger, who ought to arrive 
to-night. I was quite tired out yesterday, and felt in no mood for 
writing a good letter. The above hurried account of these interestinz 
people is very unsatisfactory, but you will understand how much | 
ve todo. I avas only able to snatch an hour in the afternoon for a 
stroll through the market. It was frequented by a number of queer 
little semi-savages from the mountains; most of them were women, 
and they certainly had a most repulsive scowl on their faces. Colour, 
cowries, silver ornaments distinguished their attire, and they moved 
about with a shuffling trot, throwing hurried glances right and left. 
The men carried javelins, but dressed much like Chinamen. These 
curious creatures inhabit the country lying between this and Bhamo, 
and the two stages ahead of us are infested by their dangerous pre- 
sence. I am protected by the Chinese Government, and so have no- 
thing to fear. A famous ex-brigand, called Li-Hsich Tai, who attacked 
our last expedition in 1867, has been rewarded lately for his services 
against the rebels with a military command over all this country. He 
is here, and I felt much curiosity to see how he would receive me. To 
my surprise he prostrated himself and paid me the highest honours. I 
a most successful interview. He sent for a few nutable townsmen 
and the chieftain of the savages, and introduced me with the greatest 
respect. We sat in a small ro:m, badly lighted —quite a conclave—and 
carried on a regular battery of mutual buttering. Li told them I had 
come protected by an Imperial edict, and that they had better take care 
of me. This morning I went out with my gun to get some exercise, 
and having bagged half-a-dozen wild ducks, I have just sent a brace to 
the commander as a present. I took two of my servants, and we had 
great sport. The river was half a mile wide and full of sandbanks, on 
which duck rested. The first difficulty was to find a boat, and after 
Bearching up and down stream we were fortunate enough to finda 
diminutive punt under the bank without an owner, and cilmly took 
possession of it ; but we cvuld not minage it against the stream with 
the slender paddl: which was attachod to it. A nitive, however, offered 
to paddls us over, and so, with tha present of a little cash, we soon 
found means to be landed on a sindoank. Kicking off guiters and 
boots, I waded about after the duck and manazed to bag a good many. 
We returned through the motley market with our spoil, and excited 
quite a sensation. Cries of “ Ah-a-ah!"’ in the peculiar high-pitched 
tones of these people greeted me, and they held up their thumbs to 
express their admiration of such prowess. I have bought oue of the 
jackets worn by the little wild women, but cannot find a petticoat to 
complete the attire. The villages on this lovely plain are all embowered 
in groves of feathery bambous and plantains. The latter are ripe even 
now, and I can buy any quantity fur a couple of copper cash apiece. 
The weather is a3 temperate as we could wish. On the third stage to 
Teug-Yuen we rested at a little village nestled high up in a forest-clad 
mountain. It had been a long stage, and full of magnificent scenery. 
After threading the long gorge, with a torrent dashing below, weentered a 
wide plain covered with a two-yeara’ jungle growth, and crossed the Mei- 
kong River byan elegant suspension bridge. Darkness overtook us just as 
we began to mount up the steep paved path which scaled the opposite moun- 
tain. Hastily procuring rough torches of straw, bound in sheaves of up- 
wards of 10ft.long, we wound our weary way up the interminable staircase 
for fully two hours, not daring to stop for fear of our lamps not last- 
ing. The latest spark expired as we woke up the village with our 
shouts. The valley below, as we zigzagged up the slope, presented a 
lovely illumination. The returning peasants were burning away the 
jungle from their long-neglected fields. One of my men carelessly set 

ight to the parched-up grass alongside our path, and immediately it 
blazed away down the hill, involving, I fear, many a young tree in ruin. 
Our Eyrie Rest could only boast of two or three simple huts, and we 
bad missed the way to the Temple where they told us q.arters could be 
found. It was fortunate we had, as on visiting it next day I found an open 
ruin, Chinese officials, however, had to put up in its dilapidated sheds,

A fearful wrangling ensued, which I put a stop to by taking possession 
of a hut which turned out to be a newly-erected one. We slept very 
counfortably, although the walls were only bamboo laths. Next day 
being New Year’s Day, and curiously enough, our not being able to 
procure carriers, caused us to stay in this lovely spot, and I resolved 
to rummage the forest for game. 

Taking Bombagine (his faithful servant) and a boy to carry pro- 
vision basket, I plunged into a wood-cutter’s path, which soon came to 
an end, and then we forced our way through Jam, brake breast high. 
All at once an infernal noise woke the primeval echoes, and came nearer 
and nearer. Bombagine thought it might be a tiger, though it was as 
much like a feline roar asa trumpet to a whole brass band. It was 
more of a howl. I was not very wel!, and consejuentiy nervous. I 
could hear my heart beating in the stillness, and felt quite annoyed at 
it. Eagerly watching for the coming beast, we stood on the qui rive. 
A heavy tread, as of some animal angrily striking the ground, was 
clearly audible. Just as I was preparing for a shot, however, the beast 
moved off, and, though we followed, none of us caught a glimpse of 
the mystery. I have not time to record any more of the numerous in- 
cidents that occurred. You must kindly wait until the journal is com- 
plete. It has already attained to three volumes of fooiscap. I don't 
remnember whether I have mentioned our goat before. Miles away 
back, at a now distant city, a Mandarin gave me a goat for food, but I 
saved it fromthe butcher's knife, and it has trotted along ever since, 
repaying us with much diversion. If I take a stroll it likes to accom- 
pany me. One day he ate up several orchids I had gathered with some 
trouble out of the forest, and the poor beast suffered two whole days 
for his folly. It was amusing to see my men petting it; they put it 
in a basket and made two coolies carry it. I mean to buy a monkey 
for it to carry on its back.—The following is part of a letter 
dated Bhamo, January 17, 1875 :—‘“ You will, no doubt be sur- 
prised to find me in so advanced a position. But here I, am safe 
and sound, and the first European who has travelled through the 
trade route of the future. They sent me a Burmese guard of forty 
men, who conducted m2 through the savage Kakhyen hills, and when 
we debouched on to wide, flat Burmese plains, covered with jungle and 
forest, on the 15th, just as the setting sun was bathing the wide ex- 
panse in colours, and the new life and semi-Indian manners and 
customs of the Burmese burst upon us as we rapidly trotted through 
their picturesque and homely villiges, a delightful sense of relief and 
pleasure came over me and my Chinese companions alike. We slept 
in a Burmese bamboo cabiu perched on hills, and next day floated 
down the river to Bhamo. It was one of the most delightful periods 
of my life to come in sight of the British flag again and soon to be 
congratulated by a distinguished group of Indian officers on my 
‘splendid journey.’ Colonel Horace Brown is a fine-looking man, with 
a heavy moustache and imperial. Dr. Anderson has the kindly man- 
ners of a savant, and I look forward with intense pleasure to spending 
hours in such intelligent company. We have an officer with a guard of 
five sheiks and a host of baggage animals and countlees stores. The 
steamers are going soon, and I am pressed for time, co can only add a 
sort of ‘latest intelligence.’ We shall follow a long round, I expect, 
and very much doubt if May will nearly put an end to my long travels. 
Iam the picture of health, as people tell me, and you may imagine 
how full of delight Iam at the happy result of my journey and the 
glowing prospect ahead.” 

A letter signed “ D.S.S.” in The Times of Friday says :—The Prime 
Minister stated last night that instructions had been sent to the 
British Minister in Peking to inquire into the attack on Colonel Horace 
Browne’s party and the murder of Mr. Margary and his five servants. 
It isto be hoped that similar inquiries will b2 mvlein Mandalay. 
Some days ago Lord George Hamilton stated that the attacking force 
was composed partly of Chinese and partly of Hill men. Manwyne is 
the first Shan town eastward of the King of Burmah’s territones, and 
but a few miles from them, und the Hill tribes concerned must have 
been Kakhyens, who are Burmese subjects, and who occupy the hills 
between Manwyne and Bham>, In 1868 Major Sladen’s party was long 
detained at Ponsze, a Kakhyen Chief’s village, about ten miles west of 
Manwyne, and with great difficulty succeeded in proceeding eastward. 
At Manwyne it was well received and kindly treated. A reference to 
Major Sladen’s report shows that the opposition to hisadvance2 was offered 
by the Kakhyens and by theChinese under Lze-See-tahi, who were invest- 
ing Momein, then in the possession of the Mussulmans, and that it was 
muinly, if not entirely, due tothe efforts of the Mussulman Governor that 
the party succeaded in reaching Momein, with the garrison of which town 
Major Sladen entered into friendly relations. The Burmese Govern- 
ment could have been little more friendly to the advance of Colonel 
Browne than to the advance of Major Sladen, and Lee-See-tahi would 
naturally view with displeasure the approach of a party of British offi- 
cers, whose predecessors had made friends with his bitter enemies, the 
Mussulmans. That the attack on Colonel Browne was made just 
beyond Burmese territory in a tract of country known to be wild and 
lawless, and not under control from Peking, taken into consideration 
with the conduct, in 1868, of the petty Kakhyen Chiefs of Ponsee and 
Ponlyne and the local Burmese officials, as describei by Major Sladen, 
with the relations known to exist between the Burmese and Lee-See- 
tahi, and with the fact that Colonel Horace Browne’s party was pre- 
ceded by a Burmese mission, shows to those acquainted with Burmese 
policy that the Government of the King of Burmah is at least as much, 
and probably more responsible than that of the Emperor of China. 








THE PACIFIC MAIL COMPANY. 


(NEW YORK TIMES.) 

The Union and Central Pacitic Railroads formally took possession of 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company on the 3rd inst. A meeting of 
the directory of the latter company was held in the afternoon, and the 
session was prolonged until a late hour. The resignation of Mr. Russell 
Sage, which has lain on the table for a long time, was first taken up 
and duly accepted. Mr. Sidney Dillon, President of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company, was then elected to fill the vacancy. Then Mr. 
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F. L. Talcott handed in his resignation, which was at once accepted, 
and Mr. Jay Gould was nominated and elected in his place. Then Mr. 
Albert J. Hatch, brother of the managing director uf the company, asked 
leave to resign, which was granted. His place was filled by the imme- 
diate election of Mr. Oliver Ames, one of the directors of the Union 
Pacific Railroad. Mr. William H. Guion then followed with his 
resignation, which was also accepted without loss of time, and the 
vacancy thus created was filled by the election of Gen. D. D. Colton, of 
the Central Pacific Railroad. It is reported on good authority that at 
a future meeting Mr. Rufus Hatch’s resignation will be in order, and 
that his place will be filled by Mr. Hutchinson, of the Central Pacific. 
The next business taken up by the Directory was the election of a 
President pro tempore to take the place of President Alexandre, who is 
absent in Havana. Mr. Sidney Dillon was chosen without hesitation. 
Mr. Alexandre is now the only representative of the shipping and com- 
mercial interests in the board, and it is said that his return to this city 
will be contemporary with his resignation from his dual position of 
President and Director. The meeting adjourned about four o'clock. 
During the afternoon a conference between representatives of the 
Union Pacitic Railroad and the Pacific Mail Steamship Line was held 
in the offices of the Union Pacific Railroad, at No. 287, Broadway. It 
was agreed to increase the rates for freight to the Pacific slope 100 per 
cent. over the schedule which has hitherto been in force. The new 
schedule will not be fully made out until this afternoon, but the new 
rates will be as follows :—First class, $6.50 per 100 pounds ; second 
class, $4; third class, $3.80 ; fourth class, $3.60 ; class A, $3.40 ; class 
B, $3.20 ; class C, $3; class D, $2.80. The representatives of the two 
companies say that the increase of shipments to the Pacific coast has 
been so enormous as to astonish railroad men, and that they will have 
all the freight they will care to carry at the new rates. The railroad 
and the steamship line will also be enabled to run at such a profit that 
they can not only pay off their indebtedness, but declare dividends in 
a short time. They saw that the merchants are in favour of a higher 
taaiff because the rates have been so low that everybody was able to 
ship goods across the continent, and the high rates will prevent any but 
the larger shippers from going into the business of supplying California 
and the Far West with the products of Eastern and foreign industry.

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Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received at 
the Bank of England on the 17th inst. The amounts allotted 
were—To Calcutta, £193,000 ; to Bombay, £500,0)) ; to Madras, 
£2,090. Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 9 15-16d. will 
receive about 20 per ceat., above in full, and on Bombay at 
1s. 10d. about 94 per cent., above in full. There is a considerable 
falling off in the demand for remittances apparent in these 
figures. 


A prospectus has been issued of the Trust, Loan, and Mercan- 
tile Agency of the Cape of Good Hope (Limited), with a capital 
of £510,000, in 100,000 shares of £5 each, to make advances by 
way of mortgage upon landed and other real estate in South 
Africa, and also to a limited extent upon the security of wool, 
thereby affording, it is mentioned, the same advantages derived 
from similar institutions in Australia, Canada, and elsewhere. 
The company will also act as agents upon commission. Deben- 
tures will be issued to the extent of the uncalled capital. 


The balance-sheet of the Suez Canal Company is more satisfac- 
tory than has been generally believed. It shows that the present 
market price of the property is by no means excessive, according 
to the estimates of experts, or in consideration of the company’s 
ea len in reference to the facts and figures placed before us. 

n round numbers, the works appear to have cost £19,000,000. 
From that sum, however, £6,000,000 has to be deducted, which 
was derived from other sources than the pockets of the share- 
holders ; it came chiefly in the way of indemnity for rash con- 
cessions by the Khedive that were subsequently retracted. But 
in withdrawing these first concessions of extensive riveraic 
desert, the company was still permitted to retain considerable 
domains round such centres of its traffic as Port Said and 
Ismailia. The consequence is, as the Economisé puts it, that it 
is in possessiun of a property at £6,000,000 below cost price, as 
well as of very considerable stretches of soil or sand which pro- 
bably may advance materially in value. The receipts for 1873 
—those for 1874 have not been issued—were £991,000. The 
expenditure amuunted to £225,000. The cost of working is 
said to be no more than 23 percent. From the net balance of 
£766,000 of profit must be deducted a sum of £469,000, appro- 
priated to various preferential claims. But the upshot is that 
the company was earning in 1873 a dividend of 3} per cent. ; 
that it must certainly have been improving its position in the 
past year ; and that there can hardly fail to be a progressive 
advance, although there must necessarily be a variety of opinions 
as to the amount of it. 


The Paris letter of the Economist says :--The rise in Suez 
Caual shares has perhaps not yet reached a limit, but ghe price 
they have now attained is out of proportion to any adequate 
profit they can yield for a long time hence, as up to 2,600,000 
tons in the traffic, every increase of a hundred thousand tons 
will be followed by a decrease of 50 centimes per ton in thie 
tolls. The shares touched 875 yesterday, but closed at 850, and 
in the general reaction lost 65 at 785 ; the Five per Cent. Bonds 
with lottery drawings are at 516}, or 16} above par. A se- 
curity of this company rarely heard of has been recently the 
object of some transactions ; these are the founders’ shares, 
which have a right to 10 per cent. of the surplus profits, after 
payment of 5 per cent. to the ordinary shareholders, and the 
addition of 5 per cent. to the reserve. The value of these foun- 
ders’ parts was last year about 4,000f.; they have been sold 
within the last few days at 22,000f., and are demanded at 
20,000F. 


THE DISPUTE IN THE TEA TRADE. 

Several meetings of importers and dealers have been held 
during the past week. The following conditions of sale have been 
put forward. From the internal squabbles among the dealers, 
and the number whu have seceded from their body, the best 
course for the importers to pursue is to be firm in resisting the 
demands of the dealers. 

CONDITIONS OF SALE. 

1. The highest bidder to be the purchaser, and any dispute that may 
arise, to be settled by the selling broker. 

2. Brokers must declare, in writing, their principals within two days 
after the purchase, or be held responsible, and those who may exe- 
cute orders at this sale for parties not resident in London shall produce 

a known agent here, who shall undertake to complete the contract ; in 
failure of which, the broker so buying shall be held responsible ; and if 
any broker shall purchase for any person or persons under age, he shall 
be held responsible. In the case of teas sold for cash, the buying broker 
to be held responsible. 

3. Every person who shall be declared the highest bidder shall pay 
to the selling broker the following deposit, viz. : £1 per chest, £4 per 
lot of half-chests, and £2 per lot of small boxes, on all descriptions, 
excepting Imperial and Gunpowder, and on them £1 deposit per chest 
and half-chest, and £4 per lot of small boxes, at the time of sale, if 
demandod, or on the Saturday following the day of sale, or on the de- 
livery of the weight notes ; the remainder of the purchase-money of

10s. 9d. The meeting arrived at no resolution. 

We have received a volume—well bound and clearly printed— 
containing a series of tables compiled by Mr. W. K. Huches, of 
Hong Kong. These tables show the net returns in sterling for 
the various descriptions of Manchester Goods shipped to Hong 
Kong and Shanghai by the Suez Canal. The correctness of the 
tables is guaranteed by the author, and they cannot fail to be of 
great service to those engaged in the trade to which they refer. 

Purchases of Bar Silver for the East have, within the last day 
or two, made the market somewhat firmer, and the limited 
amounts offering have been placed at 57}d. per oz.

In 
adopted a provision for having tea analysed in bon 
only under the sanction of the Commissioners, after which the 
vendors shall not be liable, if they can prove having sold the tea 
in the same condition as it passed the Custom-house. 
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THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns have been issued for the month 
of February, showing that there is still a falling off in the ex- 
ports of British and Trish produce, 
valued at £17,467,256, against £18,228 803 in the corresponding 
month of 1874, or a decrease of 44 per cent. The imports for 
the sama period represented a total value of £25,925,518, against 
£31,350,778 in 1874, being a decrease of 14 per cent. In the 
exports cotton yarn shows an increase of 5} per cent. in quantity, 
but the value has decreased 84 per cent. ; cotton piece goods in- 
creased in quantity about 2 per cent., but there is no material 
change in value ; linen yarn decreased 17} per cent. in « 
and 187 per cent. in value ; linen piece goods increase 
cent. in quantity, and 133 per cent. in value ; woollen yarn de- 
creased 15 per cent. in quantity, and 102 per cent. in value ; 
woollen cloths increased 24 per cent. in quantity, and 254 per 
cent. in value; worsted stuffs increased 5? per cent. in quan- 
tity, but only 1 per cent. in value; iron and steel increased 
two per cent. in quantity, but the value has decreased as 
much as 15} per cent.; and coal fuel, &c., decreased 9} per 
cent. in quantity, while the value has fallen 32 per ceut. 
principal cause of the falling off in the imports is again the 
diminished import of wheat, which shows a total value of 
£1,217,764 for the month, against £2,382,871 last year, or a 
decrease of 49 per cent., while the reduction in the quantity is 
34 per cent. The other chief decrease is in raw cotton, which 
has fallen off 36 per cent. in quantity, and £2,152,000, or 39} 
per cent. in value, the decrease being chiefly in imports from 
the United States. The value of the imports for the first two | 
months of the year has been £58,301,993, as against £62,624,560 | 
in the like period of 1874, and £55,030,095 in 1873. The value | 
of exports of British and Irish produce or the same period has | 
been £34,456,016 as compared with £37,701,270 in 1874 and 
£40,632,153 in 1873.

Cotfee, 
perhaps, being the only important exception. ‘The dispute in the 
Tea trade has again prevented business, and the small sales made 
show great irregularity in prices. Silk continues quiet, but there 
are signs of an improvement. Sugar has, towards the close, been 
in better demand, especially Manila and other brown sorts. The 
demand for Coffee has increased, and prices of Plantation are 
again higher. Rice is flat and rather cheaper. Sago is in little 
demand. Black Pepper continues to decline, but White is 
steadier, Cloves are again lower. Cassia is also cheaper. Other 
Spices neglected. The Cotton Market has been quiet, but prices 
are only slightly easier. Hemp shows no improvement. Cutch 
and Gambier are rather cheaper. Cocoanut Oil is unchanged. 
Tin is steady. 

TEA. 

Mossrs. Arthur Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—The dispute between 
a large section of the trade and the importers as to conditions of sale 
has so much interfered with business that there has been scarcely any- 
thing of interest to advise. We regret to say that the matter is still un- 
settled, and consequently that transactions are still on a very limited 
scale, so much so as to preclude our usual remarks under separate kinds 
for transactions by private contracts. The few sales made, however, show 
no change iu prices. Publicsales have not been held on the usual days, 
but two special sales have been held, one on the 11th inst., comprising 
4,236 packages, and one yesterday, comprising 5,217 packages, both of 
which passed without spirit in the absence of many large buyers. Con- 
gous and Scented Teas, however, were firmly maintained, but Green Teas 
sold irregularly. Ping Sueys at previous prices, but Moyune kinds 
in favour of buyers. The deliveries for the fortnight, as compared
